The  Greenfield  (Mo.)  OazetU  says :    "On 
Saturday  last  Joseph  and  William  Burnett, 
Jr.,  who  were  engaged  in  taking  up  zinc 
for  the  Dade  Company,  struck,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  only  four  feet  from  the  surface,  a 
chunk  of  lead  which  has  not  yet  been  taken 
up,  but  has  been  uncovered  sufficiently  to 
show  that  it  is  six  feet  in  width,  about  two 
feet  in  thickness,  and,  so  far,  about  nine 
feet  in  length.    Parties  who  have  examin- 
ed it  estimate  its  weight  at  from  25,000  to 
30,000  pounds.    The  discovery  of  this  mam- 
moth mass  of  minei'al  was  the  occasion  for 
intense  excitement  among  the  miners  in 
that  vicinity.    Some  sixty  or  seventy  have 
applied  for  lots  on  which  to   prospect  for 
lead,  and  quite  a  number  have  already  com- 
menced prospecting  without  the  formality 
of  a  lease  or  of  any  writing  whatsoever.    !<• 
is  reported  that  the  zinc   mines  at  Engle- 
man's  Mills  are  almost  deserted,  every  min- 
er being  anxious  to  make  an  early  trial  of 
his  luck  in  digging  for   lead.     There  arc  a 
number  of  experienced  Joplin  miners  pres- 
ent, all  of  wlK>m  unite  in  the  opinion  that 
the  prospect  for  lead  in  immense  quantities 
is  excellent.    The  company  has  determined 
to  survey  fifty-five  acres  more  of  this  tract 
into  lots.    These  lots  are  99x198  feet,  and 
it  is  proposed  for  the  present  to  let  each 
alternate  lot  to  miners.     A   large  number 
of  prospectors  will  therefore  soon  be  at 
work,  and  there  is  good  reason  for  believing 
that  the  mines  of  Dade  county  will  soon  be 
exporting  lead  in  nearly  as  large  quantities 
OS  zinc.

TOBACCO    IX    ALGERIA. 

The  culture  of  tobacco  may  now  be  look- 
ed upon  as  one  of  the  principal  pursuits  of 
Algeria.  Th6  tobacco  crops  of  1874  have 
been  exceedingly  abundant,  and  the  returns 
are  double  that  of  the  previous  ycur — 
namely,  3,530.G07f.  Since  the  year  1847  it 
has  been  calculated  that  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  has  realized  M.OOO.OOOf.  The 
Government  is  doing  its  best  to  encourage 
this  source  of  industry,  and  the  planters 
are  zealously  striving  to  improve  their 
fields,  and  methods  of  cultivation,  so  as  to 
compete  on  a  larger  scale  with  other  coun- 
tries. Public  attention  is  also  being  drawn 
to  the  mineral  wealth  of  the  country. 
Throughout  last  year  several  French,  Eng- 
lish, and  American  companies  have  been 
exploring  various  regions  of  the  three  prov- 
inces with  a  view  to  future  enterprise;  but 
capital,  roads,  and  means  of  transportation 
are  wanted.  In  Constantino,  mining  opera- 
ations  are  actively  carried  on.  In  1873  the 
total  amount  of  mineral  exports  of  Algeria 
reached  420,662  tons,  two-thirds  of  which 
were  supplied  by  Constantino.  Last  year 
this  quantity  was  exceeded ;  it  is  expected 
that  the  returns  will  be  490,000  tons.  The 
colony  demands  of  the  Government  an  ex- 
tended survey  of  the  mining  districts,  with 
a  view  to  promote  a  branch  of  industry  so 
important  alike  to  Algeria  and  France.  At 
present  the  number  of  miners  is  only  3,5(  h), 
the  greater  part  of  these  being  employed 
in  Constantino  alone.

No  passion  can  lead  to  such  extremities, 
nor  involve  a  man  in  such  a  complicated 
train  of  crimes  and  vices,  and  ruin  whole 
families  so  completely,  as  the  baneful  rage 
for  gambling.

The  gambler  but  rarely  dies  a  rich  man; 
those  that  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  re- 
alize some  property  in  this  miserable  way, 
and  continue  playin^s  aro  guilty  of  a  two- 
fold folly.  Trust  no  person  of  that  de- 
scription, of  whatever  rank  or  character  ho 
may  be. 


TnK  COmnSDEBATK  TBEASUBES. 

A  writer  in  the  Atlanta  Coniiitution 
tells  a  carious  story  concerning  the  fate  of 
the  money  in  the  hands  of  Davis  and  the 
high  officials  of  the  Confederacy  after  they 
left  Bichmond.  The  fugitives  halted  in 
Georgia,  near  the  Sarannah  Biver,  and  it 
was  resolved  to  make  an  equal  division  of 
the  amount  in  the  treasury,  something  over 
$100,000  in  gold  and  silver,  which  gave  to 
each  officer  and  man  $28.25.  But  there 
had  also  been  carried  oft  from  Bichmond 
$400,000  of  funds  belonging  to  tho  Vir- 
ginia Bank,  and  this  was  an  immense 
temptation  to  the  defeated  and  desperate 
soldiers.  It  was  in  charge  of  some  bank 
officials,  and  was  stored  for  a  few  days  at 
Washington,  Wilkes  County,  in  Georgia. 
After  the  country  had  become  somewhat 
quiet,  the  officials  started  to  return  North 
with  the  money.  Some  of  the  ex-Confed- 
erates who  were  idling  around  the  nei^h- 
borhood  heard  of  the  wealth  and  laid  their 
plans  to  capture  it.'  About  a  dozen  of 
them,  dressed  in  Federal  uniforms,  rode  up 
to  the  small  guard  accompanying  the 
treasure;  and  demanded  its  surrender  in 
the  name  of  the  United  States  Government, 
claiming  to  be  acting  under  orders  from 
General  Stoneman.  It  was  handed  over  to 
them  and  they  made  off  with  it.  But  one 
of  the  party  was  tempted  to  display  some 
of  the  money  in  a  town  near  by,  and  as  tho 
fact  of  the  robbery  had  bocomo  known,  the 
possessor  of  such  a  rare  thing  as  gold  or 
silver  at  that  time  was  immediately  sus- 
pected of  being  in  tho  transaction.  When 
arrested,  he  coiifosssed  and  disclosed  the 
names  of  the  whole  party.  The  greater 
part  of  the  money  w;is  recovered,  but  two 
or  three  of  the  men  could  never  be  found, 
and  were  supposed  te  have  gotten  off  suc- 
cessfully with  their  sliare  of  the  plunder.

The  Atlantic  Waves. 

Nothing  can  be  more  superb  than  the 
green  of  the  Atlantic  waves  when  the  cir- 
cumstances are  favorable  to  the  exhibition 
of  the  color.  As  long  as  a  wave  remains 
unbroken  no  color  appears;  but  when  the 
foam  just  doubles  over  the  crest,  like  an  Al- 
pine snow  comicc,  we  sec  a  dlsplny  of  ex- 
quisite green.  It  is  metallic  in  its  brilliancy. 
But  the  foam  is  necessary  to  its  production. 
The  foam  is  first  illuminated,  and  it  scatters 
the  light  in  all  directions ;  the  light  which 
passes  through  the  higher  portion  of  the 
wave  alone  reaches  the  eye,  and  gives  to 
that  portion  its  matchless  color.  The  fold- 
ing of  the  wave,  producing  as  it  does,  a  .ser- 
ies of  longitudinal  protuberances  and  fur- 
rows, which  act  like  cylindrical  lenses,  in- 
troduces variations  in  the  intensity  of  the 
lii^ht,  and  materially  enhances  its  beauty. 


AN  ANOMALOUS  ANIMAL. 

Dr.  Carl  Bath  writes  that  among  the 
rocks  at  St.  Amai-o,  on  the  coast  of  St, 
Paulo,  there  is  an  anomalous  animal,  be- 
tween the  ray  and  the  shark,  which  lives 
npon  the  echinidans.  With  its  hard  baby 
peak,  it  attacks  these  sea  urchins,  which, 
in  defense,  move  about  rapidly  and  present 
their  spines,  but  these  the  urchin-eater  de- 
stroys until  its  prey  remains  disarmed. 
Then,  fastening  itself  in  a  crevice  of  the 
rocks  by  means  of  two  strong  fins,  which 
are  further  strengthened  by  two  bones 
from  the  upper  part  of  the  body,  it  is  en- 
abled to  resist  the  shock  of  waves,  and 
leisurely  eat  out  the  urchins.  In  place  Of 
gills  it  has  two  holes  at  the  beginning  of 
the  tail,  commtmicating  with  the  flattened 
moath.  ^The  head  narrows  toward  the 
beak,  and  the  nostrils  lie  nearly  over  the 
month.  There  are  two  weak  fins  on  the 
belly  fastened  only  to  the  skin,  and  two 
others  ran  along  the  tail,  one  al.ove  and 
the  other  beneath.  The  back  is  studded 
with  warts  with  small  spines,  'i  'lo  eyes 
toe  covered  with  a  kind  of  cornea  and  lie 
OB  t^e  tides  of  tiM  beak.    The  leng:th  of

More  quarrels  occur  between  brothers, 
between  sisters,  between  servant  girls,  be- 
tween clerks,  between  apprentices  in  me- 
chanics'fihops,  between  hired  men,  between 
husbands  and  wives,  owing  to  the  electrical 
changes  through  which  their  nervous  sys- 
tems go  by  lodging  together  at  night 
under  the  same  bed-clothes,  than  by  any 
other  disturbing  cause.

The  absorber  will  go  to  sleep  and  rest  all 
night,while  the  eliminator  will  be  tumbling 
and  tossing,  restless  and  nervous,  and  wake 
up  in  the  morning  fretful,  peevish,  fault- 
finding, a«d  discouraged.  No  two  persons, 
no  matter  who  they  are,  should  habitually 
sleep  together.  'One  will  thrive  and  the 
other  will  lose.  This  is  the  law,  and  in 
married  life  it  is  defin<Kl  almost  universally. 


In  the  course  of  the  Cantor  lectures,  re- 
cently delivered  before  the  British  Society 
of  Arts  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Bichardson,  the 
following  deeply  important  remarks  were 
made  upon  nitrite  of  Amyl :  One  of  these 
specimens,  I  mean  the  nitrite  of  Amy],  has 
within  these  last  few  years  obtained  a  re- 
markable importance,  owing  to  its  extra- 
ordinary action  upon  the  body.  A  distin- 
guished chemist.  Professor  Guthrie,  while 
distilling  over  nitrite  of  amyl  from  aniylic 
alcohol,  observed  that  the  vapor,  when 
inhaled,  quickened  his  circulation,  and 
made  him  feel  as  if  he  had  been  runnin'^. 
There  was  flushing  of  his  face,  rapid  action 
of  his  heart,  and  brcathlessness.  In  18G1- 
62  I  made  a  careful  and  prolonged  study  of 
the  action  of  this  singular  body,  and  dis- 
covered that  it  produced  its  effect  by  caus- 
ing an  extreme  relaxation,  first  of  the 
blood  vessels,  and  afterward  of  the  muscu- 
lar fibres  of  the  body.  To  such  an  extent 
did  this  agent  thus  relax,  I  found  it  would 
even  overcome  the  tetanic  spasm  produced 
by  sti-ychnia,  and  having  thus  discovered 
its  action,  I  ventured  to  propose  its  use  for 
removing  the  spasm  in  some  of  the  ex- 
tremest  spasmodic  diseases.  Tho  resiilta 
have  more  than  realized  my  expectations. 
Under  the  influence  of  this  agent,  one  of 
the  most  agonizing  of  known  human  mala- 
dies, called  angma  pectoris,  has  been 
brought  under  such  control  that  the  par- 
oxysms have  been  regularly  prevented,  and 
in  one  instance,  at  least,  altogether  re- 
moved. Even  tetanus,  or  lock-jaw,  has 
been  subdued  by  it,  and  in  two  instances, 
of  an  extreme  kind,  so  effectively  as  to 
warrant  the  credit  of  what  may  be  truly 
called  a  cure. 


A    HUSBAND'S    MISTAKE. 

The  severe  lesson  a  Pittsburg  man  lately 
received  from  his  wife,  is  thus  set  forth  by 
the  Commercial  of  that  city : 

"The  husband  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
staying  out  late  at  night,  and  on  the  even- 
ing in  question,  at  about  half  past  eleven 
o'clock,  he  was  standing  in  front  of  an  •  Al- 
derman's, in  company  with  some  friends, 
including  the  magistrate.

BRIOUAM  YOUNG'S  OLD  AGE. 

Age  and  persecution  are  gradually  sour- 
ing the  mild  and  gentle  temper  of  Brig- 
ham  Young,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Instead 
of  mellowing  it,  they  are  ruining  it.  Ad- 
versity is  not  softening  liis  views  of  life, 
nor  reducing  the  asperity  of  his  language. 
Perhaps  it  is  Ann  Eliza  who  has  done  this ; 
perhaps  it  is  the  ladies  of  the  harem.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune,  a  dis- 
agreeable scene  occurred  not  long  since. 
One  of  the  prophet's  many  sons.  President 
of  the  order  of  Enoch,  and  a  vagabond  of 
spendthi-ift  reputation,  ran  short  of  jmoney 
and  called  on  the  old  gentleman  to  "ive 
him  some.  Brigham  referred  young  hope- 
ful to  George  A.  Smith,  trustee-in-trust  of 
the  church.  Smith  gave  the  youn'^er 
Young  a  bit  of  his  mind,  called  him  a 
spendthrift,  a  squanderer,  a  vagabond,  and 
wound  up  by  telling  him  that  the  treasury 
of  Jesus  Christ  would  never  furnish  him  a 
penny.  According  to  the  Tribune.  Brigham 
threw  his  hat  in  Smith's  face.  "Take  that 
d— n  you,"  said  the  prophet:  "things  have 
come  to  a  pretty  pass  when  my  sons  can- 
not get  the  money  I  earned."  Tho  hat 
was  restored  to  him,  and  the  old  gentle- 
man's ire  was  soothed  with  :i  check  given 
to  tho  young  one.  The  same  paper  charges 
Brigham  with  confining  his  aged  wife,  his 
only  lawful  one,  in  an  old  school-house  be- 
hind the  seraglio,  and  slowly  starving  her 
to  death.  Take  it  altogether,  Mr.  Young 
must  be  getting  to  bo  a  very  disagreeable 
sort  of  a  prophet. 


DIAMOND    CUTTING. 

After  travelling  through  Germany,  some 
time  ago,  I  made  a  stop  at  Amsterdam,  the 
interesting  capital  of  old  Holland,  and  had 
the  curiosity  to  visit  the  large  diamond- 
cutting  establishments  of  that  city,  which 
give  employment  to  no  less  than  10,000 
men.  The  diamonds  cut  there  amount  in 
aggregate  value  to  Je4,000,000  annually. 
Diamond-cutting  is  a  very  simple  process, 
and,  like  many  other  mechanical  operations, 
may,  of  course,  be  well  or  bimglingly  exe- 
cuted. Holland,  however  takes  tho  lead  in 
cutting,  as  Bussia  excels  in  setting  the  dia- 
mond. 

Accompanied  by  a  guide,  I  entered  a 
special  office,  where  I  registered  my  name, 
and  was  then  conducted  to  the  cutting 
room.  Here  each  workman  had  a  little  tin 
box  before  him,  containing  a  collection  of 
what  looked  like  small  crystal  pebbles.  On 
one  of  the  crystals  being  taken  up,  it  was 
carefully  examined,  and  the  side  which 
would  make  the  best  front  then  decided  on. 
It  was  next  secured  to  a  handle  by  a  piece 
of  wax  about  the  size  of  a  large  bullet;  the 
wax  held  it  sufficiently  secure,  and  loft  ex- 
posed only  that  face  wLi;h  was  first  to  ba 
cut.  Then  was  seen  the  actual  "Diamond 
cut  Diamond." 

The  cutting  diamond,  which  the  work- 
man held  in  his  right  hand,  had  a  sharp 
edge  (not  always  of  the  same  shape),  one 
eighth  of  an  inch  long,  and  was  set  in  a 
handle  like  that  of  a  glazier's  diamond,  on- 
ly a  little  larger  and  stronger.  This  dia- 
mond is  generally  of  the  hardest  quality. 
It  is  really  wonderful,  considering  the  ob- 
durate nature  of  the  material,  how  quickly 
tha  rough  diamond  was  cut  into  shape. 
When  it  had  a  lar;;e  or  heavy  portion  which 
was  to  be  removed,  a  small  notch  was  cut 
at  the  place  where  the  fragment  was  in- 
tended to  be  split  off.  Picking  up  a  piece 
of  steel  about  twelve  inches  long,  one 
ci[;hth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  one  and  three- 
quarters  inc'acs  wide,  one  edge  of  which 
was  shui'p  and  h;ird  and  had  a  short  bevel, 
the  workman  placed  the  edge  in  tho  notch, 
made  with  the  cutting  diamond,  and  strik- 
ing a  light  Mow  on  Lliu  back,  the  splinter 
came  off. 

These  splinters  are  saved  and  worked  up 
into  small  brilliants  or  glazier's  points 
There  is  an  art  in  using  the  cutting  dia- 
mond so  as  not  to  wear  it  out  too  fast.  The 
cutting  was  done  lengthwise  with  the  edge 
of  the  cutting  diamond,  commencing  at  ono 
extremity  of  the  face  to  be  uiade  on  tho 
rough  diamond,  cutting  off,  little  by  little, 
as  in  planing  cast  iron.  Tlic  small  parti- 
cles crumbled  away  from  the  diamond  were 
saved  and  sifted  for  the  polishing.  When 
one  face  was  cut  t'.ie  cement  was  softened, 
and  the  diamond  turned  around  far  enough 
to  present  a  fresh  face  to  be  treated  as  tlio 
previous  one,  andlu  this  way  the  diaiuonl 
was  all  prepared  for  polishing. 

We  were  conducted  to  the  polishing  room. 
The  polishing  wheels  were  of  cast  iron, 
about  twenty-four  inches  in  diameter,  and 
ran  horizontally;  the  polishing  being  per- 
formed upon  the  upper  side  of  the  wheel. 
The  diamond  was  now  embedded  in  lead 
and  attached  to  a  piece  of  wood,  hinged  at 
the  outer  end,  in  order  that  the  workman 
may  raise  it  to  see  how  the  work  progresses, 
and  apply  the  polishing  paste  mixed  with 
diamond  dust.  The  polishing  wheel  had 
room  for  several  diamonds  undergoing  pol- 
ishing at  the  same  time,  and  one  man  could 
superintend  all  on  a  wheel. 

I  was  afterwords  led  to  the  sample  room, 
where  the  beautifully  polished  brilliants 
wore  exhibited,  and  also  models  of  all  the 
largest  diamonds  in  the  world.  I  saw,  too, 
some  specimens  of  pebbles  cemer  id  to- 
gether, rontaining  diamonds  as  thny  aro 
found  in  the  mines.  Most  of  the  diamonds 
come  from  Brazil. 

The  mines  of  Golconda,  formerly  proverb- 
ial for  their  wealth,  are  no  longer  worked, 
as  they  finally  did  not  produce  8ufiicy.^nt  to 
pay  expenses.  Other  mines  have  been 
abandoned  for  the  same  reason.  Late  ae- 
counts  of  diamond  mines  in  the  Orange 
Biver  Settlements,  in  South  Africa,  point 
out  fresh  fields  for  the  diamondadveuturer. 
Tho  papers  announce  that  there  is  one  from 
this  territory  on  the  way  to  Europe,  valued 
at  jC32,000. 

The  discovery  of  these  mines  was,  a.s  in 
most  other  cases,  accidental,  while  search- 
ing for  gold.  It  is  said  that  diamonds  were 
first  found  in  Brazil  by  the  natives,  when 
examining  the  sands  washed  down  from  the 
mountains  for  grains  of  gold.  The  glitter- 
ing crystals  were  laid  aside  as  curiosities. 
A  disinterested  miner,  whos'j  name  does  not 
appear  on  record,  arrived  from  Europe,  saw 
their  value,  and,  instead  of  quietly  buying 
them  up,  instructed  the  people  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  discovery. 


WONDERS    OF    THE    THASCES, 

Eleven  bridges  cross  the  famous  river 
Thames,  and  over  them  go  more  people  in  a 
year  than  across  any  bridges  in  the  woHi. 
They  are  fine  specimens  of  architecture, 
made  either  of  stone  or  iron,  and  some  of 
them  cost  huge  sums  of  money.  Beneath 
all  these  bridges  is  a  constant  stream  of 
boats  plying  upon  the  water.  They  go  and 
come,  up  and  down  stream,  and  across  in 
every  direction,  and  in  such  numbers  and 
confusion  that  the  stranger  cannot  see  how 
they  escape  running  into  and  over  one  anoth- 
er. And  such  a  noise  as  th?  stream  whistles 
and  the  oarsmen  and  those  connected  with 
the  boats  keep  up !  It  is  positively  deafen- 
ing. In  addition  to  all  these  bridges  and 
boats,  there  is  another  mode  of  crossing  tho 
Thames.  It  is  the  tunnel,  two  miles  below 
London  bridge.  This  stupendous  work  ej-. 
tends  beneath  the  bed  of  the  rirer,  and  ooq-^ 
nects  Wappiog  on  the  left  bank  with  Red^ 
riff  on  the  right.  It  consists  of  two  arched 
passnges,  one  thousand  two  hundred  feet 
long,  fourteen  feet  wide,  and  sixteen  feet 
high,  all  below  the  bed  of  the  river.  Who- 
ever walks  or  rides  through  the  tunnel  goca 
under  the  river  Thames,  with  shiiis  and. 
Cshcs  swimmini;  over  their  heads.

One  of  the  most  heartle.s.s  things  ever 
liunc  was  a  trick  once  jilayed  on  Pope,  the 
epicurean  nctor.  A  wicked  friend  asked 
him  to  dine  off  a  small  turbot,  and  a  boiled 
aitchbone  of  beef,  apologizing  for  the  hum- 
ble fare  with  the  usual  feigned  humility  of 
friends.  "Why,  it's  the  very  thing  I  like,'*" 
said  Pope,  in  hi^  reply,  referring  to  the 
aitchbone.  "I  will  come,  my  .son,  with  all 
the  pleasure  in  life."  He  came,  he  .'^aw,  he 
ate ;  ate  till  he  grew  nearer  the  table,  and 
could  cat  no  more.

er  had  beard  of  it  from  a  man  wbo  had 
died  near  him,  and  who  on  his  dealjh-bed 
had  given  the  preacher  a  minute  descrip- 
tion of  the  mine  and  its  surroustdings. 
Lett  told  Pendley  that  the  strangei?  on  his 
death-bed  said  that  he  and  othee  South 
Carolinians  had  come  out  amcng  the  In- 
dians hunting  gold  and  silvt^r  ere ;  that 
they  crossed  the  Oconee  ab  Hurricane 
Shoals,  proceeded  along  a  well  >kiiown  In- 
dian trail  to  the  Chattahoochee,  went  down 
the  Chattaooochee  to  the  mouth  of  a  large 
creek,  and  in  hunting  a  place  to  cross, 
went  up  tho  creek  some  distance^  where 
two  of  the  Carolinians — the  stranger  be- 
ing one — were  captured  by  a  company  of 
Spaniards,  were  carried  at  night  some 
four  or  five  miles  south  of  the  head  of  the 
creek,  and  were  put  to  work  in  a  silver 
mine  during  each  night,  and  just  before 
day  they  took  the' silver  ore  i^on  their 
backs,  went  due  south  from  the  onine  five 
miles  to  an  island  covered  wilih  an  im- 
mense swamp  growth,  and  in  fhe  middle 
of  this  ialand,  in  a  rude  shop,  thigy  worked 
ore  and  moulded  the  metal  into  silver  dol- 
Jars ;  that  when  the  Indians  fctmd  them 
out  they  filled  up  tlio  mine  wiih  timber 
and  dirt,  buried  as  much  as  a  rragon  load 
silver  dollars  in  the  middle  o£  the  shop, 
bumed  down  the  shop,  released  tho  t«> 
South  Carolinians,  and  left ;  that  os«  of 
the  South  Carolinians  was  lost,  and  that 
the  dying  man  was  on  liis  way  'laome  with 
the  great  secret,  which  he  revealed  to  the 
preacher  on  his  death-bed. 

With  this  account  Mr.   Pendley  'set  out 

in  1853  to  find  the  mine  .answering;  to  the 
description  received.  In  1855  he  found  an 
old  mine,  exactly  answering  the  descrip- 
tion. It  is  situated  five  miles  due  south 
of  Suwannee  creek,  in  Gwinnett  county, 
and  the  island  is'  on  Eteavcr  Buin  creek, 
five  miles  due  south  of  t^  mine.  On  the  is- 
land Mr.  P.  found  cinders,  Indian  vessels  and 
impl'  ■  ents,  and  the  hol»  in  the  ground, 
which  had  been  filled  up  by  old  Billy 
Chamblee,  who  cleared  up  the  island,  and 
who  testified  to  having  found  the  hole 
open.  Mr.  'Pendley  ,wenu  to  work  on  the 
old  mine,  and  continued  until  his  small 
capital  was  spent,  whea  ho  suspended. 
When  again  his  means  enabled  him  to  re- 
new his  labors,  the  war  caouo  on  and  forced 
him  to  defer  it.  In  1871  he  resumed  work 
again  alone,  followed  the  old  tunnel  by 
sinking  sliafts  for  nearly  two  hundred 
feet,  without  finding  anything  except  un- 
mistakable evidence  of  the  old  tunnel, 
which  was  filled  wit^  leaves,  brush,  oak 
post  and  timber.  A  few  weeks  ago  ho 
reached  the  end  of  the  old  tunnel,  and 
found  a  vein  of  mineral  ore  one  and  a  half 
feet  thick  and  fifteen  feet  wide.  Above  it 
there  is  a  layer  of  white  clay  ;  beneath  it 
there  is  a  hard  yellow  ro<tk,  and  on  each 
side  there  is  a  wall  of  very  hard,  blue  sand- 
stone. .  Tlic  ore  consists  of  two  layers,  one 
bluei.sb,  the  other  reddish  brown ;  is  very 
soft — somewhat  cohesive — aaid  very  heavy.

Again  telling  mc  that  I  had  better  heed 
the  warning  given  me  in  that  note,  the  man 
got  up  and  left.  As  soon  as  be  was  gone  I 
examined  the  chirography  of  the  note.  It 
was  certainly  ncat-«much  like  copperplate. 
It  was,  therefore,  a  person  of  some  pretcn 
sions  to  education  who  stooped  so  low  as  to 
write  an  anonymous  letHr.

The  origin  of  the  allusion  to  New  Jersey 
M  a  foreign  country  is  said  to  be  as  fol- 
lows : — "After  the  downfall  of  the  first  Na- 
poloon,  his  brother  Joseph,  ivho  had  been 
King  of  Spain,  and    his   nophew.

Josepl 
Bonaparte  wished  to  build  a  palatial  resi- 
dence here,  but  did  not  desire  to  become  a 
citizen,  as  he  hoped  to  retcrr:     o  Europe. 
To  enable  him,  as  an  alien,  to  hold  real 
estate,  required  a  special  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature.   He  tried  to  get  one  ijossed  for  his 
benefit  in  several  States,  but  failed.    He 
was  chagrined,  especially  because  Pennsyl- 
vania refused.    Af tsr  this  he  applied  to  the 
New  Jersey  Legislature,  which  body  grant- 
ed both  him  and  Prince  Murat  the  privi- 
lege of  purchasing  land.    They  bought  a 
tract  at  Bordentown,  and  bui  It  magnificent 
dwellings,  and  fitted  them  up  in  the  most 
costly  manner.     Rare  paintings,  statuary, 
etc.,  were  profuse  and  selected  with  the 
greatest  care,  and  the  groimds  laid  out 
with  exquisite  taste.    Joseph   Bonaparte's 
residence  was  perliaps  the  finest  in  Ameri- 
ca.   Thousands  of  people  from  all  parts    of 
the  country  visited  him  and  were  treated 
courteously.     He   wiia  exceedingly  liberal 
with  his  money,  and  gave  gre.it  impetus  to 
business  in  the  httlo  town.     The  Philadel- 
phians,  finding  that  he  had  apparently  no 
end  of  money,  and  that  he  used  it  to  benefit 
business  generally,  regretted,  when  it  was 
too  late,  that  they  refused  to  let  him  locate 
among  them,  and  to  keep  up  their  mortifi- 
cation, would  always  taunt  Jerseymen  with 
having  a  king — with  importing  the   King 
of  Spain  to  rule  over  them.     They  were 
called  Spaniards  and  foreigners  on  that 
accoimt.    But  these  taunts  harmed  no  one, 
as  tho  Jerseymen  lost  nothing  by  allowing 
him  to  settle  among  them,  and  thus  'for- 
eigner,' jokingly  applied  to  Jerseymen,  has 
come  down  to  us  long  after  its  origin  has 
been  forgotten,  except  by  a  few  of  the  past 
generation.     Many  years  ago — during  the 
reign  of  Louis  Phillipe — botJi  Bonaparte 
and  Murat  found  they  could  safely   return 
to  Europe,  so  they  returned.     Bonaparte's 
mansion  afterwards  passed  through  vary- 
ing fortunes.     It  was  at  last  torn  down, 
the  magnificent  grounds  being  disposed  of 
at  public  sale  and  otherwise  for  business 
pm-poses.

No  stranger  can  reside  in  Germany  foi 
any  length  of  time  and  form  even  a  moder- 
ate acquaintance  with  the  citizens  without 
becoming  impressed  by  the  contentment, 
frugality  and  union  usually  reigning  in  the 
German  domestic  circle.  The  family  of 
many  a  man  doing  a  large  business  and 
moving  in  society  of  the  highest  respecta- 
bility often  occupy  but  one  floor,  and  every 
room  is  furnished  with  great  umplicity. 
One  seldom  observes  a  disposition  to  occupy 
a  whole  house.  Just  enough  rooms  to  sat- 
isfy'every  requurement,  and  they  are  gen- 
erally much  smaller  than  Americans  are  ac- 
customed to,  are  all  that  are  desired.  A 
man's  business  may  increase  every  year, 
and  yet  he  does  not  seem  to  be  troubled 
with  the  thought  of  getting  out  of  his  mod- 
est apartments  into  larger  ones,  or  buying 
a  house  for  its  entire  occupation. 

The  disposition  on  the  increase  of  wealth, 
to  enter  a  more  aristocratic  circle,  by  buy- 
ing a  stately  mansion  on  a  fashionable 
street,  beautifying  it  with  cosUy  furniture, 
giving  great  entertainments,  and  appearing 
every  afternoon  with  a  grand  equipage,  is 
not  a  put  of  the  German's  character.  If 
he  indulged  in  these  luxuries  on  anything 
less  than  a  fortune,  the  presumption  is 
that  either  he  or  his  wife  has  been  to 
America. 

The  first  thing  a  wealthy  German  thinks 
of,  unless  his  taatas  elevate  him  qu  te  &bove 
material  pleasures,  is  to  store  his  ceUar 
with  wines  of  the  oldest  vintages,  and  to 
sorrooBd  himself  with  on  abnadance  of  ser- 


INTERESTING    FACJTS. 

The  organ  of  vision  is  considered  the  most 
delicate  organization  of  the  hvunan  frame; 
yet  many  who  were  bom  blind  have  been 
enabled  to  see  by  surgical  operations,  and 
the  following  is  an  interesting  fact  concern- 
ing one  of  that  cla^s: 

A  youth  had  become  thirUten  years  of 
age,  when  his  eyes  were  touchtd  lyj.a.  gnr- 
geon.  He  thought  sow  let  ths  fn'ost  beauti- 
ful color;  blarV  v,Us  painful.  He  fancied 
^YSTf  object  touched  him,  and  he  could  not 
distinguish  by  sight  what  he  perfectly  well 
knew  by  feeling ;  for  instance,  the  cat  and 
dog.  When  his  second  eye  was  touched,  he 
remarked  that  the  objects  were  not  so  large 
in  appearance  to  this  as  the  ono  opened  at 
first.  Pictures  he  considered  only  partly- 
colored  surfaces,  and  a  miniature  absolutely 
astonished  him,  seeming  to  him  like  putting 
a  bushel  into  a  pint. 

Stanley,  tho  organist, '  and  many  blind 
musicians  have  been  the  best  p..>rformer8  of 
their  time;  and  a  schoolmistress  in  England 
could  discover  that  the  boys  were  playing 
in  a  distant  comer  of  the  room,  instead  of 
studying,  although  a  person  using  his  eyes 
could  not  detect  the  slightest  soimd. 

Prof.  Sanderson,  who  was  blind,  could,  in 
a  few  moments,  tell  how  many  {)er80!)s  were 
in  a  mixed  company,  and  of  each  sex.  A 
blind  French  lady  could  dance  in  figure 
dances,  sew  and  thread  her  own  needle.  A 
blind  man  in  Derbyshire,  England,  has  ac- 
tually been  a  surveyor  and  planner  of  roads, 
his  ear  guiding  him  as  to  distance  as  accu- 
rately as  the  eye  to  others;  and  tho  late 
Justice  Fielding,  who  was  blind,  on  walking 
into  a  room  for  the  first  time,  after  speak- 
ing a  few  words,  said, 

"This  room  is  twenty-two  feet  long, 
eighteen  wide,  and  twelve  high,"  aU  of 
which  was  revealed  to  him  witli  accuracjr 
through  the  medium  of  the  ear. 

Verily,  "we  are  fearfully  and  ^ronderfully 
made." 


Among  the  'many  different  species  of 
game  in  a  country  possessing  such  a  varie- 
ty there  are  none  so  difficult  to  capture  as 
the  Bocky  Mountain  sheep,  or  bighorns,  as 
they  are  sometimes  called.  Living  remote 
from  civilization  and  the  haunts  of  man — 
ranging  along  the  roof  of  the  Continent, 
on  almost  inaccessable  peaks  high  above  the 
timber-line,  and  endowed  by  Nature  with 
keen  scent  and  hearing,  they  are  consider- 
ed by  hunters  as  being  the  most  difficult  to 
approach  of  any  animal  among  tho  deer 
kind. 

The  horns  of  the  male  are  sometimes  of 
enormous  size.  I  have  seen  them  eight 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  largest  part,  and 
weighing  sixteen  poimds.  Those  of  the 
female  are  small  and  sharp,  resembling 
the  horns  of  the  goat ;  in  fact,  but  for  the 
horns  and  fine  silky  wool  at  the  roots  of  the 
kiir,  they  might  readily  be  mistaken  for 
deer.  They  feed  upon  the  short  nutritious 
grass  which  grows  upon  the  treeless  ridges 
and  ravines  along  the  Snowy  Range,  and 
when  fat  weigh  from  one  to  two  hundred 
pounds.  The  fletli  id  very  much  like  that 
of  the  deer,  but  jui'.  icrand  of  superior 
flavor. 

They  are  almost  constantly  on  the  move, 
ranging  from  one  mountain  to  another, 
feeding  as  they  go,  and  finding  some  rocky 
cliff  sheltered  from  the  range  of  winds, 
where  they  lie  at  night.  Sometimes  sev- 
eral htmdred  may  be  seen  in  one  drove,  but 
generally  from  two  or  three  to  a  dozen. 
When  pursued  they  make  a  break  for  the 
highest  point  of  rocks  in  sight,  where  they 
stand  looking  curiously  at  the  himter  as  he 
slowly  picks  his  way  upward  over  tho  de- 
bris to  get  within  shooting  distance. 

When  that  has  been  gained,  however, 
the  sheep  have  disappeared ;  nor  docs  the 
tired  sportsman  get  another  glimpse  of  his 
game  imtil  he  has  reached  the  cliff  he  has 
just  left,  where  they  may  be  seen  standing 
on  some  point  higher  up  on  the  mountain, 
and  still  beyond  rifle  shot.  Should  the 
himter  have  perseverence  and  plenty  of 
mosde,  he  will  probably  follow  them  to 
the  highest  pinnacle  of  the  range  to  find 
at  last  that  his  climbbg:  ^aS  fcsen  in  vain, 
and  ihs.t  the  game  he  has  been  following 
so  faithfully  and  hopefully  have  mysterious- 
ly vanished  from  his  sight. 

The  only  successful  method  of  hunting 
the  mountain  sheep  is  to  get  above  them, 
unseen,  and,  if  possible  get  a  shot  before  be- 
ing discovered.  In  this  way  the  herd  become 
confused,  not  knowing  which  way  to  run, 
and  sometimes  four  or  five  may  be  killed 
before  they  recover  themselves.  Onco 
started,  however,  pursuit  is  useless.  Throw- 
ing back  their  heads  they  throw  themselves 
into  space  as  if  shot  from  a  cannon,  and  in 
a  few  minutes  are  miles  away,  taking  leaps 
of  twenty  or  thirty  feet,  and  hardly  ever 
making  a  mishap,  however  rapid  and  head- 
long their  flight.

A  History  of  MowlBg^Xaelilaefl. 

The  oldest  mowing-machines,  though  xery 
rude,  were  used  by  the  Gauls.    A  cart,  hav- 
ing blades  arranged  in  front,  was  pushed 
forward  into  the  grain  by  oxen  hitched  be- 
hind, and  thus  cut  off  the  heads.    A  system 
of  six  rotating  scythes  was  made  by  Joseph 
Boyce  in  1799,  and  an  attempt  to  use  th< 
same  principle  was  made  by  Gompretz  and 
Mason  in   1852,    In  181  l-ISldS Smith,  of 
Deans,  once  brougl^t  out  a  macBine  in  which 
a  short  vertical  revolving  cylin'der  carried  a 
knife  on  its  lower  end,  but  all  these  rdtating 
machines  have  proved  impracticable.    Rob- 
ert Meares,  in  Frome,  in  Somersetshire,  es- 
tablished, in  1800,  the  shear  principle  as 
the  only  practicable  one.    Salmon,  in  Wo- 
bum,  in  1807,  built  a  machine  with  a  row 
of  blades  and  fingers  moving  over  them,  and 
also  applied  the  reel.    The  Scotch  parson. 
Patrick  Bell  of  Torforshinc,  in   1826,  and 
William  Manning,  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  in 
1832  were  the  founders  of  the  present  style 
of  machines.    Manning  was  the  first  to  at- 
tach the  draught  at  the  side  of  the  machine, 
all  others  previously  having  been  pushed 
from  l)ehind.     Obed  Ilussey  of  Cincinnati, 
attached  the  side-platform  and  slit-finger. 
McCormick  of  Rockbridge,    Va.,    now   of 
Chicago,  in  1835  improved  the  Manning  and 
Hussey  machine,  and  the  apptara  ice  of  these 
at  the  London  exj)osition,  in  1851,   was  the 
signal  for  their  introduction  into  general 
use. 

The  oldest  threshing-machine  (except  the 
antiques)  was  made '.>•  -Michael  Menzies,  in 
1732,  or  perhaps  at  tlie  same  time  by  TuU 
consisting  of  a  rotating  cylinder  with  flails. 
Several  others  followed  shortly,  some  like  a 
flour-mill,  and  in  1792,  AVilloughby,  of  Bed- 
ford, made  one  like  that  of  Menzies,  which 
Von  Thaer  brought  to  Germany,  and  which 
eerved  as  a  model  for  the  Mecklenburg  thresh- 
er. The  machine  of  James  Wardropp,  of 
Ampthell,  in  Virginia,  is  on  a  similar  prin* 
ciple,  only  the  beaters  are  sticks  moving  up 
and  down.  Finally,  in  1785,  Andrew  Me- 
ikle,  ofTyningham,  East  Lothian,  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  present  form,  by  using  a 
drum  with  four  beaters  parallel  to  its  axis, 
that  carried  the  graiu  between  ipicU  and  a 
concave,  furnished  with  similar  rods.  i  An 
American,  named  Moffitt,  in  1854,suUstitut 
ed  .spikes  for  the  rods,  though  Menzie; 
chine  adheres  to  the  old  system.

DEPTH  OF  AMERICAN   LAKES. 

There  is  a  mystery  about   the  American 
lakes.     Lake  Erie  is  only  60  to   70  feet 
deep ;  but  Lake  Ontario,  which  is  592  feet 
deep,  is  230  feet  below  the  tide-level  of  tho 
ocean,  or  as  low  as  most  parts  of  tho  Gulf 
of  St.  Lawrence ;  and  the  bottom  of  Lake 
Huron,  Michigan  and  Superior,  although 
the  sm-face  is  much   higher,  are  all  fi-om 
their  vast  depths  on  a  level   with   the  bot- 
tom of  Ontario.     Now,  as  the  discharge 
through  the  river  Detroit,  after  allowing 
for  the  probable  portion  carried  off  by  the 
evaporation,  does  not  appear  by  any  means 
equal  to  the  quantity  of  water  which  the 
three  upper  lakes  receive,  it  has  been  con- 
jectured that  a  subterranean  river  may  nm 
from  Lake  Superior,  by  the  Huron,  to  Lake 
Ontario.    This  conjecture  is  not  impossi- 
ble, and  accounts  for  the  singular  fact  that 
B2ilmon  and  herring  are  caught  in  all  the 
lakes    communicating   with   tho   St.    Ijaw- 
rence,  but  no  others.     As  the  Falls  of  Niag- 
ara must  have  always  existed,  it  would  puz- 
zle the  naturalist  to  say  how  these  fish   got 
into  the  upper  lakes  without  some  subter- 
ranean river;  moreover  any  periodical  ob- 
struction of  the  river  would  furnish  a  not 
improbable  solution  of  the  mysterious  flux 
and  refiux  of  the  lakes. 

Nutritions  Food.  ^ 

We  learn  from  Chamber  s  Ednihurg  Jour- 
nal that  a  very  interesting  report  on  the  com- 
parative nutritive  properties  of  food  ^vas 
lately  presented  to  the  French  Minister  of 
the  Interior  by  Percy  and  Vauquelin,  two 
members  of  the  Institute.    The  lesult  of 
their  experiment  is  as  follows:    In  bread, 
100  pounds  are  found  to  contain  80  pounds 
nutritious  matter ;  butcher  meat,  averaging 
the  various  sorts,  contains  only  31   pounds 
in  100  pounds ;    French  l>enns  25  pounds, 
peas,  23  pounds ;  lentels,  14  po  mds ;  gnc:i8 
and  turnips,  which  arc  the  mo-t  iicqcous  of 
all  vegatables  used  for  domes;  i-  puiposes, 
furnish  only  8  pounds  ofs>lid  nutritious 
substance  in  100  pounds";  carrots,  14  poinds; 
and  what  is  very  remarkablp,  as  being  in 
opposition  to  the  acknowWl'^cd  theorj',  100 
pounds  of  potatoes  only  yield  35  pounds  of 
sub.stance  valuable  as  nutritious,     .\cconl- 
ing  to  this  estimate  1  pound  of  grKHi  bread 
is  equal  to  2 1-3  or  3  pounds  of  best  potatoes ; 
and  70  pounds  of  bread  and  30  pjunds  of 
butcher  meat,  are  equal  to  .300  pounds  of 
potatoes.  I  Or  again   1   pound  of  rice  or  of 
broad  beans  is  equal  to  3  pounds  of  potatoes 
while   1   pound  of  potatoes   is    equal  to  4 
pounds  of  cabbage,  and  to  3  pounds  of  turn- 
ip".    This  calculation  is  consider*' I  c  »rrect, 
and  may  be  useful  to   families  whore  the 
best  mode  of  supporting  nature  should  bo 
adopted  at  the  least  expense.

I  have 
liecn  on  the  coast  of  Africa  over  five  j'ears, 
ilid  although  repeatedly  urged  to  join  par- 
ties on  a  grand  hunt,  I  have  invariably  re- 
fused. My  last  experience  was  a  warning 
to  me." 

"Will  you  spin  your  yarn,  Mr.  Hastings?

"Certainly  I'll  relate  it,  and  I  hope  you 
will  profit  by  what  you  hear.

-  "It  was  during  the  first  year  I  was  on  the 
coast  that  I  was.induced  to  join  a  party  of 
friends  on  a  hunting  expedition  to  the  des- 
ert. Our  party  was  composed  of  Captain 
La  Moyne,  Major  de  Brissac,  a  merchant  hy 
the  name  of  Mirabcau,and  myself.  Tlieu 
there  were  the  officers'  .servants,  who  looked 
after  the  rifles,  ammunition,  and  ba.skets 
containing  our  lunch. 

"We  formed  quite  a  caravan  as  we  started 
out  from  Rufisque  one  beautiful  bright 
morning.  We  were  mounted  on  camels, 
^Jt  the  servants  ambled  along  on  the  small ^ 
tough  Arabian  horses  common  to  the  coun- 
try. 

"We  were  all  in  the  highest  spirits  as  wo 
glided  over  the  smooth,  glittering  surface 
of  the  desert.  We  had  made  our  prepara- 
tions to  remain  a  night  and  a  day  for  the 
purpose  of  shooting  the  noble  game,  and 
toward  sunset  the  little  oasis,  with  its  tall 
waving  palms,  fragrant  dates,  and  luxuriant 
growth  of  grass,  greeted  our  vision  with  a 
peculiarly  agreeable  .sensation.  The  large 
tropical  foliage,  the  vivid  colors  and  the 
numerous  voices  of  feathered  songsters 
struck  me  as  something  wonderful  and 
strange,  surrounded  as  the  little  spot  was  on 
all  sides  by  boundless,  ocres  of  burning, 
sandy  desolation.

"Suddenly  a  sharp,  piercing  and  terrible 
roar  resounded  through  the  solitude  of  the 
desert,  and  was  re-echoed  in  deep  reverbera- 
tions from  the  numerous  gullies  and  chasms 
in  the  rocks. 

••Selim  started  back,  •  glancing  keenly 
about  him.  He  was  an  old  hand  at  tiger- 
shooting,  and  probably  forgot  in  his  excite- 
ment that  his  weapon  was  only  a  bird-gun. 
As  for  myself,  the  roar  of  the  savage  Iteast 
was  so  unexpected,  so  unlooked-for  at  that 
early  hour,  that  I  stood  transfixed  with 
amazement,  unable  to  move  a  muscle. 

••Soon  I  heard  a  rapid  movement,  the 
crackling  of  twigs,  and  the  rustic  of  dried 
leaves,  followed  by  a  deep  hoarse  growl  of 
rage. 

"With  a  powerful  bound,  a  tiger  .sprang 
from  under  cover  of  the  bushes,  which  he 
broke  like  a  straw  in  his  impetuous  course. 
His  ears  were  drawn  bock,  hair  bristling, 
and  mouth  open,  from  which  protruded  his 
tongue,  covered  with  a  white  frothy  foam. 
The  eyes  of  the  brute  were  starting  from 
his  head  and  flashing  fire,  as  he  rushed  to- 
ward Selim,  who,  caliu.  cool  and  motionlesi 
as  a  statue  carved  from  ebony,  waited  for  a 
favorable  opportunity  to  deliver  his  fire. 

"I  had  recovered  my  self-po.ssession  by 
this  time,  and,  without  the  slightest  fear  as 
to  the  result,  watched  the  ferocious  beast  as 
he  rapidly  neared  the  large  form  of  the 
negro.  In  the  hurry  and  bustle  of  the  ex- 
citement, I,  too,  forgot  the  nature  of  the 
native's  gun.  I  could  hear  the  shouts  of 
my  friends  as  they  hurried  toward  the  camp, 
alarmed  by  the  roars  of  the  tiger,  who  was 
now  within  thirty  yards  of  Selim

the  green-sward,  dyed  with  his  life-blood, 
with  the  dark  shadows  of  the  trees  and  un- 
rierbrush  for  a  back-ground.  We  hurried 
liim  beside  the  clear,  running  .strcanl,  and 
the  tragic  event  was  soon  forgotten,  at  least 
by  the  Frenchmen.  A  negro's  life  is  not 
cn-iJeicd  of  much  importance  here  on  the

•'.\t  supper  the  laughter  and  flippant 
jokes  of  my  comrades  grated  rather  harshly 
on  my  ears.  I  had  not  lbrg<.tten  the  horri- 
ble  event  so  lately  enacted.  In  fact,  my  ab- 
sence of  mind  nearly  cost  lue  my  life,  ind  I 
had  a  narrow  escape  from  sharing  th*e  fate 
of  the  black. 

"We  had  taken  our  respective  stations, 
rifle  in  hand,  waiting  for  our  game  to  steal 
forth  from  their  hiding-places.  Night  is 
the  favorite  time  for  beasts  of  prey  to  prowl 
over  the  desert  in  search  of  food  or  water, 
and  our  patience  was  not  severely  taxed,  I 
can  a«sure  you. 

"I  had  chosen  a  .small  clump  of  bushes,  a 
short  distance  from  the  .spring,  where  I  had 
a  clear,  unbroken  view  of  the  desert.  I  was 
startled  by  the  great  change  that  had  taken 
place  in  the  appearance  of  the  weather. 
The  moon  had  risen  far  above  the  horizon, 
enveloped  in  a  light  yellowish  mist.  The 
stars  were  completely  hidden  from  view  by 
a  gauzy  vail  of  the  same  hue,  and  a  dark 
cloud  of  threatening  appearance  was  rapidly 
rising  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  eastern 
horizon.  The  air  had  suddenly  become  hot 
and  oppressive  ;  a  fine,  subtle  dust  that  ap- 
peared to  fly  in  the  atmosphere  annoyed  mc 
exceedingly.

I  felt  his  hot, 
fetid  .breath  upon  my  cheek,  was  uncon- 
scioul  of  the  sharp  claws  and  sharper  teetli 
piercing  my  flesh,  for  one  brief  moment 
heard  the  shouts  of  alarm  and  horror  from 
my  comrades,  then  all  was  darkness  and  ob- 
livion.     I  had  fainted. 

•'When  I  regained  con.sciousness,  I  fount] 
l»yself  on  the  back  of  the  animal  which  waj 
trotting  at  a  rapid  pace  toward  a  .series  of 
sind-hills  which  I  have  before  mentioned. 

j^iA  portion  of  my  strong  shooting-coal 
w:i.s  firmly  gnt«ped  in  the  tiger's  capacious 
jaws,  and  at  every  step  t  i-  brute  growled  aj 
if  impatient  to  commence  his  meal. 

"Now,  I  shall  not  attempt  to  describe  th4 
sea'rations  I  experienced  while  in  the  ven 
jaws  of  death,  but,  strange  as  it  may  appeal 
to  you,  captain^  I  did  not  feel  a  thrill  ol 
terror.  The  shock  I  had  received,  togethei 
with  the  loss  of  blood  and  severe  />ain  of  my 
wounds,  had  produced  a  stupor  'similar  t< 
that  which  .seems  to  be  felt  by  a  mouse  aflei 
the  first  shake  of  a  cat.  It  caused  a  sort  of 
dreaminess,  in  which  there  was  no  sense  of 
pain  nor  feeling  of  terror,  though  I  was 
quite  conscious  of  all  that  was  happening. 
Death  appeared  to  me  inevitable,  and  J 
remained  motionless,  resigned  to  my  fate. 

•'Then  the  thought  strack  me  that  I  had 
a  pahr  of  revolvers  in  my  belt.  A  ray  of 
hope  partially  dispelled  the  languid  stupor 
that  enchained  my  brain.  My  blood  flowed 
through  my  veins  less  sluggishly,  and, 
grasping  one  of  my  weapons,  I  pointed  the 
muzzle  in  the  brdte's  *ar  and  fired  the  six 
charges. 

•*I  felt  the  tiger  shake  violently,  his  teeth 
ground  together  as  he  bounded  forward,  and 
pawing  the  .ssind  in  a  dying  effort,  he  fell 
aver  dead.   His  jaw  relaxed,  and  I  staggered 

my  feet  tree,  and  thank  God  compara- 


"  The  moon  had  disappeared  behind  the 
black  dense  cloud  that  now  covered  the 
jntirc  horizon.  So  intense  was  the  darkness 
that  it  was  impossible  to  distingi'ish  objects 
but  a  few  feet  distant.  A  hollow  murmur 
in  the  light-moving  puffi*  of  air  reverbrated 
through  the  hea»ens  like  the  distant  mutter 
3f  thunder. 

••Without  further  warning,  the  hurricane 
burst  with  fearftil  violence,  hurlbg  showers 
af  sand  into  my  face,  forcing  me  to  lie 
beside  the  body  of  the  tiger,  while  my  head 
was  thru.st  beneath  one  of  his  paws  in  order 
to  breathe  somewhat  freer. 

"The  burning  .sand  forced  itself  through 
my  clothing,  inflaming  my  wounds,  and 
increasing  tenfold  the  agony  I  already  ex- 
perienced. 

••I  hardly  ventured  to  breathe  the  hot, 
fiery  blast  which  was  offered  as  the  only 
means  to  protract;  my  wretched  existence. 

•'Frequently  1  was  forced  to  rise  and 
shake  the  .sand  from  my  body,  for  the  fear 
of  being  buried  alive,  and  slowly  the  time 
parsed  while  the  simoom  raged. 

•'It  is  possible  I  may  have  swooned  be- 
neath the  great  amount  of  suffering  I  had 
endured,  for,  when  I  again  fully  realized 
what  was  passing  around  me,  the  Cimmerian 
darkne&s  had  disappeared ;  a  few  rays  of 
light  were  strHing  to  pierce  the  yellow  at- 
mosphere filled  with  clouds  of  dust  and 
burning  .sand. 

"Shielding  my  eyes  from  the  minute  par- 
ticles that  almost  drove  me  frantic,  I  essayed 
to  form  .some  idea  as  to  my  whereabouts  and 
position.  I  hjid  escaped  from  the  jaws  of 
the  tiger,  had  stcrvivted  the  fury  of  a  simoom 
and  now  to  die  ia  the  desert  from  starvation 
and  hunger  was  a  fait  almost  too  hard  for 
one  who  had  endured  the  amount  of  suffer- 
ing that  had  been  .sent  upon  me. 

"Moving  pillars  at'  .sand  occasionally 
swept  by  ujc,  and  several  times  I  was  forced 
to  shift  my  position.  The  simoom  had  ex- 
pended its  force,  but  had  left  numbcriesa 
currents  of  air  moving  aloft,  which  caught 
up  vast  masses  of  siind,  hurling  it  in  whirl- 
ing columns  acro.ss  the  immense  plain. 

"Gradually  as  the  particles  .settled,  and 
the  atmosphere  became  clearer.  I  was  ena- 
bled to  survey  the  surface  of  tfie  desert, 
which  had  undergone  a  rapid  and  remarka- 
ble change.

.sand. 

•'I  had  but  little  difliculty  in  catching  the 
animal,  and,  climbing  into  the  saddle,  I 
turned  my  face  toward  Rufisque.  I  could 
discover  no  signs  of  my  friends,  and  felt 
convinced  that  they  had  succeeded  in  mak- 
ing their  escape,  which  conviction  event- 
ually proved  true.  I  was  in  no  condition 
to  spend  much  time  in  searching  after  them 
and,  urging  my  horse  forward,  I  bade  long 
adieu  to  the  deserts  and  its  denizens. 

"My  little  horse  made  good  progrcs.«?, 
flying  over  the  great  plain  with  an  easy 
motion,  and  in  good  time  I  rode  tnto  the 
town.  I  found  my  friends  gathered  at  the 
hotel,  relating  the  details  of  my  snpp>osed 
death  to  a  sympathizing  circle  of  acquaint- 
ances, and  you  can  imagine'  their  astonish- 
ment and  delight  at  my  unexpected  appear- 
ance.

'•My  wounds  were  properly  dressed  by  a 
surgeon  and  although  they  were  soon  healed 
I  bear  the  scars,  and  shall  to  my  grave. 

"Ycu  now  have  the  benefit  of  my  last  and 
only  tiger-hunt  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  cap- 
tain, and  if  you  still  desire  to  taste  of  the 
pleasure  and  excitement  of  the  manly  sport, 
you  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  forming 
a  party. 

It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  sailor's  ardor 
for  hunting  suddenly  subsided,  and  he  was 
never  heard  to  express  a  desire  to  sport 
while  in  Goree. 


There  are  half  a  dozen  or  more  kinds  of 
rose  wood  trees.    The  vaiieties  are  found 
m  South  America,  jind  in  the  East  Indies 
and  neighboring  iiilands.

When  growing  in  the  forest,  the  rosewood 
tree  is  remarkable  f  sr  its  beauty,  but  such 
is  its  value  in  manufactures  as  an  ornamen- 
tal wood  that  some  of  tho  forests  where  it 
once  g^ew  abundantly,  now  have  scarcely  a 
single  specimen.     In  Madras,  the  Govern- 
ment has  prudently  had  great  plantations 
of  this  tree  set  out  in  order  to  keep  up  the 
supply.

American  Enterprise. 


Recovering  from  the  ree<;nt  panic  and 
stagnation,  railroad  enterprise  is  beginning 
to  develop  itself  of  late  in  all  departments, 
and  in  none  more  definitely  and  vigorously 
than  in  that  of  trestle-work,  or  the  tempo- 
rary bridging  of  ravines,  &c.,  by  iron  or 
wood-work,  generally  the  latter.  Trestle- 
work  is  more  used  in  this  country  than  in 
Europe,  and  consequently  has  been  brought 
to  a  higher  degree  of  perfection.  Pino, 
white  or  yellow,  is  the  wood  most  in  vogue, 
and  labor,  skill,  enterprise,  and  capital  are 
abundantly  devoted  to  this  branch  of  rail- 
road engineering. 

The  three  most  notable  examples  of  tres- 
tle-work in  this  country  are  on  the  Eric 
Railroad,  near  Portage !  the  trestle-bridge 
at  East  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  on  the  route  of 
the  important  and  rapidly  progressing  Now 
York,  Boston,  and  Montreal  Railroad,  and 
the  well-known  trestle-bridge  of  the  Fourth 
avenue  improvement,  upper  .section. 

Of  these,  the  last  mentioned  is  the  longest, 
while  that  at  East  Tarrytown  is  the  highest, 
with  one  exception,  in  the  United  States. 
The  trestle  on  the  Fourth  averiue  was  erect- 
ed by  Mclntii-e  Bro.s..  That  at  East  Tarry- 
town by  James  Mclntire,  the  senior  member 
of  the  firm,  who  is  confessedly  at  the  head 
of  trestle-work  in  the  United  States. 

This  enterprising  contractor  has  also  un- 
dertaken to  build  a  bridge  over  Croton  Lake, 
and  is  engaged  in  various  other  enterprisea 
of  magnitude  in  the  line  of  trestle  work, 
which  promises  to  become,  which  in  fact 
has  become  already,  a  leading  feature  of 
railroad  engineering  in  the  United  States.

Then  all  these  splendid  animals,  numbering 
between  one  and  two  hundred,  knew  Daniel 
Web«ter  as  they  were  driven  up  aud  looked 
on  him  for  the  last  time,  and  who  shall  say 
they  did  not  miss  him  and  mourn  for  him 
when  he  came  to  see  them  no  more?    No 
doubt  this  great  man  enjoyed    more  real 
happiness  in  thesocietyof  these  dumb  brutes 
of  every  kind  on  the  Mai-shCeld  farm,  than 
he  ever  realized  in  hearing  the  plaudits  of 
his  fellow  men  as  his  elegant  words  rang 
out  in  the  Senate  Chamber  Hall  of  our  great 
nation  and  thousands  of  worshippers  were 
following  in  his  train.    He  knew  that  fame 
was  but  a  breath,  and  had  learned,  by  bitter 
experience,  that  the  most  devoted  of  hi? 
worshippers  might  desert  and  betray  him, 
but  that  not  one  of  these  guiltless  creatures 
would  ever  prove  false  to  him. 


Underneath  the  whole  labor  movement 
there  is  an  undefined  something  which,  how- 
ever often  its  macial  objects  may  be  de- 
feated, germinates  new  life  and  fresh  ele- 
ments of  strength.  To  superficial  minds 
the  labor  question  is  summed  up  in  the 
two  words,  "high  wages ;"  to  others  it  ap- 
pears like  some  horrid  apparition  and 
forms  a  most  destructive  part  of  our  sys- 
tem of  politics ;  to  others  again  the  terms 
"working-people"  and  "laboring  classes" 
have  a  vulgar  sound  and  are  always  as- 
sociated with  "strikes,"  riots,  and  other 
disgraceful  scenes,  while  the  great  mass  of 
those  who  constitute  the  body  of  labor  re- 
formers have  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  vital 
canses  leading  to  and  embraced  within 
their  organizations. 

WTiat  is  it  that  is  wrong  in  society  to- 
day that  should  cause  disaffection  to  be- 
come 80  general  among  all  those  who  labor 
for  daily  support  ?  Are  not  our  working- 
people— artisans,  mechanics,  clerks  and 
laborers — better  paid,  in  the  aggregate, 
than  ever  before  ?  Have  they  not  superior 
accommodations  in  their  homes,  and  are 
they  not  more  able  to  educate  their  chil- 
dren in  all  the  essential  branches,  than  the 
same  class  of  society  in  other  countries  ? 
Very  true;  but  still  more  is  required. 
Having  gained  this  much,  and  being  edu- 
cated up  to  the  idea  that  these  things  are 
indispensable  requisites  to  man's  welfare, 
the  recipients  have  begun  to  ask  questions 
of  their  teachers  into  the  ways  and  where- 
fores of  other  things,  that  they  may  obtain 
more,  r.ot  in  the  spirit  of  greed,  but  from 
a  desire  to  secure  their  rights.  As  a  nat- 
ural consequence,  we  find  that  our  work- 
ing-people are  growing  in  inteUigence, 
and  though  every  measure  adopted  by 
them  has  not  always  proved  the  wisest  aud 
best  for  the  redress  of  the  wrongs,  either 
real  or  imaginary,  that  have  been  imposed 
upon  them,  still  the  fact  that  intelligent 
organization  lias  been  affected  among  them 
indicates  that  they  mean  to  preserve  until 
they  accomplish  their  purpose. 

At  present  the  purpose  sought  is  not 
very  clear.  In  oue  section  of  the  coimtry  it 
is  a  standard  scale  of  wages  for  labor  per- 
formed, in  another,  It  is  to  obtain  the  nec- 
essaries of  life  at  the  minimum  of  cost;  in 
another,  to  control  labor  under  certain 
rules  and  restrictions ;  and  in  other  sec- 
tions various  measures  are  sought  after  as 
bearing  ujwu  their  general  well  being ; 
but  underneath  the  whole  there  is  a  gener- 
al principal  at  work,  and  it  has  been  at 
work  for  years,  which  will  in  time  develope 
into  a  powerful  agency  for  good  or  evil,  aa 
the  leaders  show  themselves  to  be  bad  or 
good  men. 

This  principle  is  in  a  forward  state  of  de- 
velopment at  tho  present  time.    Notwith- 
standing the  severe,  cold  Winter  and  the 
very  hard  times.  Spring  comes  and  busi- 
ness  will  again  be  brisk ;  and  the  labor 
movement  will  be  more  active  than  ever 
before.    The  panic  of  last  year,  toppling 
over,  as  it  did,  some  of  the  strongest  bank- 
ing institutions  of  tho  country,  closing   up 
numerous  branches  of  industry,  and  ruin- 
ing financially,  thousands  of  men,  has  weak- 
ened tho  confidence  of  the  laboring  ele- 
ment in  tho  management  of  these  concerns. 
It  has  done  more.     It  has   taught   them  a 
lesson  that  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  in 
the  history  of  events  preceeding  the  panic. 
Capital  sought  to  depress  labor  to  its  ut- 
most limit,  to  bolster  up  fictitious   appear- 
ances, and   to    float  the  chief  speculators 
over  a  season  of  an'^icipated  trouble.    The 
extravagance    existing  in    society  before 
the    panic    was  the  glittering  bait  which 
led  the  country  on  to  final  disaster.    All 
classes  become  infected  with  the  desire  to 
be  ricli,  or  at  least  to  be   considered  not 
poor.     The  wealthy  were  pandering  to  de- 
praved tases,   and  the    laboring    classes 
sought  to  get  Jmore  time  in  order  to  im- 
prove themselves.      The  Eight-hour  law 
was  demanded  of  our  legislators  and  ob- 
tained; increased  compensation  was  also 
sought,    while   counter-movements    were 
made  by  capital.     The  panic  put  a  tempor- 
ary   cessation    to    hostilities  by    placing 
both  classes  upon  a  level — that  is,  out  of 
employment — and  during  the  gradual  re- 
turn to  business  activity,  plans  are  being 
laid  for  the  future  which,  in  the  event  of 
their  being  carried  out,  will  have  a  marked 
effect  upon  pohtical  affairs.    Tho  Labor 
movement  is  yet  in  its  infancy;  but  the 
men  engaged  in  it  are  somewhat  above  the 
class  whom  James  Parton  mentioned  to  his 
recent   address,  entitled,  "Who  are    the 
Vulgar?"    in  which  he  said,  that  three 
centuries  ago  the  vulgar  people  compre- 
hended the  whole  of  the  toiling  masses,  in 
contradistinction   to  the  favored  few  who 
ruled  them. 


NEWSPAPER    BEPOBTIMO. 

I  commenced  newspaper  life  with  the 
most  cheerful  anticipations.  It  seemed  a 
wholesome  thing  to  puff  somebody's  sugar- 
coated  hams,  and  have  one  handed  in  the  next 
morning,  with  a  yellow  frock  on,  and  a  loop 
to  hang  it  up  by ;  to  attend  horse  trots  and 
higher-life  camp-meetings,  and  pick  the 
obvious  points  of  the  best  trotters  and  cx- 
horters,  must  be  a  most  agreeable  labor. 
So,  too,  it  would  be  a  sweet  duty  to  write 
the  obituary  of  a  lager-beer  seller,  and 
close  by  saying,  "We  will  all  assemble  over 
his  beer;"or  write  one  for  an  ice-merchant, 
declaring  that  before  his  exit,  the  late  la- 
mented  broke  out  singing : 
'•Yes,  we  will  gather  at  the  river." 
It  might  also  be  added,  as  a  tribute  to 
his  business  integrity,  that  bis  remains 
were  cared  for  on  his  own  crystal  ice,  which 
lias  no  superior  in  the  market. 

After  writing  a  few  days,  I  started  off 
into  some  grotesque  sketches  of  the  house- 
hold of  Hosea  Jones,  describing  myself  as 
the  bald-headed  and  unsophisticated  sire  of 
a  numerous  family.  Many  rural  readers 
"took  this  all  for  com."  Only  one  man  felt 
an  affront.  He  had  studied  to  be  a 
butcher,  and  was  a  success.  He  was  a 
very  healthy  man.  His  knuckles  were  like 
walrus  teeth,  worn  dowa.  He  called  upon 
me  early  one  morning.  He  was  lobster- 
red — boiled  in  hia  own  passions.  He  was 
almost  royal  purple  under  his  eyes,  and  tho 
flanges  of  his  ears  seemed  to  be  on  fire. 
He  looked  like  a  man  who  had  walked  off 
on  his  ear  so  rapidly  that  he  produced  a 
hot  box. 

He  rushed  upon  me,  shouting : 

"Now  I've  got  ye,  and  I'll  hammer  the 

pulp  out  of  ye,  you  mean  puppy.     I'll  put 

tea-buscuit  over  your  peepers.

I  of- 
ten dream  of  being  in  tlie  shamble,  near 
his  slauglitor-house,  and  hear  him  order 
the  boy  to  bring  tlie  sledgu-hauimer. 

Obituary  writing  has  been  my  best  hold. 
I  wrote  one  for  the  captain  of  a  Say)>rook 
schooner.  I  was  told  of  his  death  by  hon- 
est people.  I  sketched  him  as  he  gaily 
strolled  down  tho  golden  streets,  after  a 
noon  lunch  of  nectar  and  ambrosi.a,  in  a 
way  to  make  his  faniilyproud.  I  also  add- 
ed, to  be  imiiartial,  the  customary  musical 
instrument.  It  w.t..^  not  a  harp,  however. 
No,  I  slung  him  with  a  bass  viol.  The 
captain,  when  on  earth,  was  an  excellent 
fiddler,  and  therefore,  with  an  eye  to  his 
progress  in  all  things,  I  accredited  hiui 
with  a  bass  viol.

Despite  her  un, 
stylish  apparel  there  was  such  dignity  and 
self-respect  in  her  mien  that  Sergeant 
Quinn  had  to  take  her  reply,  "Guilty," 
three  times  before  he  could  credit  it.  The 
Court  seemingly  had  equal  difficulty  in  be- 
lieving that  a  woman  of  such  attractive 
features  and  bearing  could  voluntarily  con- 
fess herself  a  thief.  They  evidently 
thought  they  saw  a  case  of  noble  self-sacri- 
fice in  which  the  victim  was  offering  her- 
self up  a  vicarious  atonement  for  the  sin  of 
another. 

Justice  Bixby  remembered  that  the  pris- 
oner had  supported  her  mother  only  a  few 
weeks  ago  while  the  latter  was  being  tried 
for  theft  from  the  same  complainant.  To 
every  question  which  he  propounded  tend- 
ing to  elicit  this  fact  she  stoically  re- 
sponded only  with  the  word  "Guilty." 
"Did  not  your  mother  steal  this  sack,  for 
the  theft  of  which  you  are  arraioned?" 
Justice  Bixby  persisted.  The  girl  broke 
down  at  last.  Tears  welled  up  to  her  eyes, 
and  she  admitted  that  she  had  pawned  an 
article  she  knew  her  mother  had  stolen. 

The  young  woman's  brother,  a  youth  of 
eighteen,  testified  that  for  two  years  he 
had  supported  his  sister  upon  a  salary  of 
$6  a  week.  The  mother  lived  with  them 
'occasionally  when  out  of  work,  and  was  ar- 
rested, tried,  and  sentenced,  at  the  time  of 
her  last  visit  for  robbing  her  previous 
'taiployer,  Mrs.  Mary  Drake. 

The  prisoner  steadily  refused  to  'accept 
any  such  explanation  of  bev  guilt.  Still 
the  Court  coold  not  make  up  its  mind  to 
send  her  to  the  penitentiary 

"Will  you  accept  a  sentence  of  six 
months  to  the  House  of  Mercy  ?"  Justice 
Bixby  asked. 


AN    ECCENTRIC    STAR. 

Tlio  most  singuLir  fact  connected  with 
the  proper  motions  of  the  stars  is  that  one 
or  two  stiirs  are  flying   through   space  with 
such  enormous  r.api<iity  that  the  combined 
attraction  of  all  the  stars  viaiblo   with   tho 
telescope  could   never  stop     them.      This 
seems  to  be  especially  the  case  with  a  small 
star,  invisible  to  tho  naked  eye,  designated 
in  astronomical  literature  as"Groombridge, 
1830,"  from  the  name  of  the  asti-onomcr 
who  first  recorded  its  position.     The  rate  of 
motion  of  the  star  is  aliout  seven  seconds 
per    year— the  greatest   known.      It   was 
hence  concluded  tliat  it  must  bo   very  near 
us,   and   a  number  of    astronomers  have 
sought  to  determine  its  parallax,  but  have 
found  it  to  be  only  a  tenth  of  a  second.    Its 
apparent  motion  in  a  year  being  seventy 
times  its  parallax,  it  movoa  at  least  seventy 
times  the  distance  from   the  earth   to  the 
sun  in  a  year,  or  eighteen  Jiiillions  of  uiilea 
every  day;   and   more   than   two  hundred 
every  second.     From  what  we  know  of  the 
distribution,  masses,  and   number  of  the 
stars,  it  seems  probable  that  the  attraction 
of  all  the  bodies  in  the  universe  can   never 
stop  this  headlong  spood,  nor  bring   this 
star  into  an  orbit,  and  that  consequently  it 
will  pass  through  our  universe,  and  leave  it 
entirely  in     its  passage  tlirougli    infinite 
space.     If  we  had  accurate  observations  of 
the   star's  jwsition  three  or  four  thousand 
years  ago,  we  could   speak  with   more  cer- 
tiiinty  of  its  destiny.     Wo  may  expect  that 
our  posterity  of  a  few  thousand  years  hence 
will,  by  tlic  aid  of  the  observations  and  ta- 
bles we  shall  transmit  to  thorn,  be  able  to 
come  to  a  definite  conclusion  respecting 
the  age  and  tho  stnicture  of  the  universe. 

Vanilla. 


In  the  Irish  post-lx)y  we  are  not  presented 
with   the  white-jacketed,   silk-hatted,  top- 
booted,    and  bright-spurred  gentleman  we 
ire  accustomed  to  in  England,  a.s  trim  as  his 
own  horses,  and  as  silent,  till  he  touches  his 
hat  to  get  his  fee  for  driving  you.

In  our  largo  cities,  really  deserving  peo- 
ple frequently  sufiFer  a  great  deal  from  actual 
want.

There  may  be  phases  of  misery 
luite  as  terrible  as  death  at  the  time  they 
occur,  to  sensitive  natures,  which  may  help 
to  kill  the  individual ;  but  death,  at  least 
among  men,  from  inanition  caused  by  want 
of  food,  seldom  happens  in  busy  cities.    Men 
may  be  ill  and  feeble,  so  that  they  cannot 
work,  and  then  they  perish.      An  unfor- 
tunate foreigner  not  along  ago  gave  his  sad 
experience  of  want.    "I  fell  ill  when  I  came 
to  this  country  two  months  ago  ;  have  been 
in  hospital  six  weeks ;  thought  I  was  better, 
but  am  ill  again  ;  tried  to  get  to  the  hospital, 
but  somehow  the  people  there  would  not  take 
me  back.     I  hftve  been  sleeping  in  a  .stable 
where  an  Irishman  let  me  have  an  empty 
stall.    I  have  been  starving  for  the  last  week. 
I  am  too  weak  to  work,  and  too  proud  to 
beg.    I  have  lived  mostly  only  on  what  I 
could  find  in  th<;  wash-tubs  of  the  markets, 
and  occasional  crusts  of  cast-away  bread. 
Yesterday,  being  Sunday,  I  most  like  to  have 
perished."      American  people    have    kind 
hearts ;  the  man  was  well  cared  for  when 
his  condition  was  known,  and  he  now  fills 
worthily  an  independent  position.    See  to 
it  that  kindly  charity   does  not  die  in  your 
hearts,  that  the  poor  we  have  always  wit^i 
us  may  not  die  r  f  want  and  misery.

Little  is  generally  known  about  this  plant 
except  that  its  V,x\g  slender  pods  are  used  to 
flavor  cakes  and  liquors.     It  is  an  orcbide 
that  grows  wild  in  tropical  America,  where 
it  will  climb  along  for  hundreds  of  feet,  so 
long  as  it  finds  a  support.    The  fl(jwer3  are 
clustered  together  fifteen  or  twenty  at  a  time, 
and  are  greenish  white  ;  the  pistil  of  each 
is  protected  by  a  membrane,  which  prevents 
the  pollen  from  penetrating  inside,  unless 
some  insect  or  other  accidental  agent  happen 
to  tear  it  open,  a  circumstance  whi^h  ren.icrs 
it  .somewhat  difficult   to  get  pods  without 
artificial  means,  consisting  in   tearing  open 
the  membrane  with  a  needle  and  bringing 
the  anthera  close  to  the  stigma.     By  thii 
paticnt  operation  the  plant  soon  becomes 
laden  with  the  covered  pods  ;  these  are  green 
at  first,  they  then  become  yellow,  and  Lastly 
chocolate  colored    when    ripe.      The  seeds 
they  contain  are    innumerable,  but    most 
frequently    barren    in    cultivated    vanilla, 
which  is  therefore  be.st  propagated  by  cut- 
tings, a  method  rendered  peculiarly  easy  by 
the  circumstance  that  the  plant  produces  a 
vast  number  of  aerial    radicals  or  shoots. 
Two  species  of  vanilla  arc  grown  in  the 
Island  of  1&  Reunion,  whither  they  were 
imported  from  America  some  twenty  j'cars 
ago.    In  1851  the  quantity  of  pods  gathered 
were  not  more  than  30  kilogms,  at  50  francs 
each  ;  in  1861  it  had  risen  to  15,799  kilos, 
at  119  franco,  and  in  1872  the  production 
was  11,000  kilos,  at  160  francs.    A  single 
hectare  (two  and  a  half  acres)   will  yield  a 
crop  worth  30,000  fi-ancs,  and   there  are 
some  that  produce    double  that  quantity. 
To  this,  however,  there   is  a  serious  draw- 
back ;    vanilla  growing    exhausts    the  soil 
very  rapidly,  since  it  will  absorb  from   it 
more  than  double  the  proportion  of  active 
principles   (potash,  phosphorus  lime,  and 
magnesia)  that  the  sugar-cane  doe',

Of  the  yield 
during  the  twelve  months  from  June  1, 
1879,  to  May  31,  1880,  he  will  want 
pounds  of  butter  and  cheese,  gallons  of 
milk  sold,  value  of  animals  slaughtered, 
value  of  products  and  acres  of  market 
gardens,  value  of  forest  products,  and  val- 
ue of  home  manufacturers. 

The  pv'nalties  of  refu.sing  to  give  the  re- 
quired itiformation  are  severe.  The  law 
provides  that.  "AH  persons  above  the  ago 
of  twuiity  one  years  who  refuse  lo  furnish 
iiiforn.ation  required  by  the  supervisors  or 
enumerators,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum 
not  excetding  SlOO,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  debt.  Presidents,  directors,  or 
other  ofli';ials  of  private  corporations  who 

o 
I  their  biisiness  are    liable  to    a  fine  not  to 
!  exceed  *10,000."       There  are  several  im- 
portant provisions  in  the    amended  census 
law  which  was  approved  April  20.  1880. 

The  enumerator  is  required  before  for- 
warding the  li>t  of  inhabitants  of  his  dis- 
trict to  the  Supervisor,  to  tile  in  the  office 
of  the  county  court  a  li.>.t  of  the  names, 
with  age,  stx  and  color  of  all  persons  enu- 
merated by  him.  which  he  shall  certify  to 
bu  true,  and  for  which  he  slull  be  paid  at 
the  rale  of  ten  cents  for  each  hundred 
names.  He  is  to  give  notice  by  written 
adverti.semeut  m  three  places  in  his  dis- 
trict that  he  will  be  at  the  court  hou.se  in 
the  county  on  the  6lh  and  6lh  days  after 
fili'ig  Slid  list,  Sundays  nol  included,  for 
tbe  purpose  of  making  corrections.  The 
compensation  for  this  duty  is  t>  be  fixi-d 
b\  tllj  superililelldelil  of  ihe  ceii.>»us,  Uut 
not  to  exceed  ft2.5U  per  diy.

A  SPlUIiK'S  INOKMUITT. 

A  spider  constructed  its  web  in  an  angle 
of  my  garden,  the  sides  of  which  were  at- 
tached by  long  threds  to  shmbs  at  tbe 
height  of  nearly  three  feet  from  the  gravel 
path  beneath.  Being  much  exposed  to  the 
wind,  the  eqninootial  gales  of  autumn  last 
destroyed  the  web  several  times.

Now,  this  ex- 
presses in  plain  terms  the  exact  cause  of 
apoplexy  in  the  great  majority  oi  instances; 
and  it  is  one,  too,  which  evety  one  has  it  in 
lus  power  to  prevent.    A  blood-vessel  of 
the  brain,  from  causes  which  will  presently 
be  mentioned,  has  lost  some   of  its  elastic 
strength ;   food  is  abundant,  digestion    is 
good;  blood  is  made  in  abimdance,  but  lit- 
tle is  worked  off  in  exercise ;  the  tension  on 
every  artery  and  vain  is  at  a  maximum  rate, 
the  even,  circuitous  flow  is  temporarily  im- 
peded at  some  point,  throwing  a  dangerous 
pressure  on  another ;  the  vessel  which  has 
lost  its  elastic  strength  gives  way,  blood  is 
poured  out,  a  clot  is  formed,  which,  by  its 
pressiure  on  the  brain,  provinces  complete 
onconscionsnesa.     This  is    the  apoplectic 
stroke.    It  will  be  perceived  that  there  are 
two  leading  conditions  upon  which  the  pro- 
duction of  the  stroke  depends ;  a  lessened 
strength  in  the  veaael,  und  aa  increased 
tension  on  it

The  bovine  breeds,  used  in  Buaaia  for 

draught-pni-poses,  are  quite  remarkable  for 
sise,  strength,  and  docility,  and  these  nse- 
ful  adjimcts  of  civilization  are  supplement- 
ed by  the  bufEalo  and  camel,  both  of  which 
are  largely  used  in  Southern  Bussia.  It  is 
in  the  horse,  however,  that  the  stock-fan- 
cier will  find  the  most  interest.  The  great- 
est sport  the  Bussian  gentleman  knows  is 
fast  driving,  and  he  spares  neither  trouble 
oor  money  in  gratifying  this  fancy.|  A  good 
pair  of  fast  troiting-horses,  of  the  Count 
Orloff  breed,  not  unfrequently  commands 
in  the  market  a  thousand  pounds  sterling. 
These  are  magnificent  animals,  invariably 
driven  without  blinkers,  for  the  Russian 
coachman  says :  "Give  a  horse  every  chance 
to  look  about  and  examine  e%-ery  objt^ot  be- 
fore him,  and  he  will  not  shy." 

The  noblest  breed  of   horses  in  Bus'^ia  is 
found  among  the  I'cherkess  (a  Caucasian 
tribe)    of     Great    and    Little    Eabar-hib. 
6r>3ught  up  in  the  wild  steppe,  amid  dan- 
gers and  nightly  alarms,  its   apprehensive 
sagacity  becomes  early  developed  in  a  high 
degree.     It  is  a  fijie  animal,  with  a  strong 
spine,  powerful  croup  and  thigh,  and  groat 
width  of  shoulder  and  chest;  the  knee-caps 
are  broad,  the  hoof  as   if  formed  of  iron, 
head  and  neck  tolerably  light ;   everything 
seems  combined  to  render  them  trusty,  in- 
defatigable servants  to  man.     The  Tchet- 
ohents,  the  most  ferocious  and  determined 
brigands  of  the  Caucasus  (now  fortunately 
only  in  small  numbers),  used  to  buy  their 
horses  in  the  Kabardah.    They  pick  out  the 
most  promising  one-year-olds,  take  them 
home,  whei-e  they  are,  so  to  say,  received 
into  the  bosom  of  the  family.  They  receive 
their  food  when  the  latter  sits  down  to  a 
meal,  and  they  often  sleep  in  the  same 
room.    The  yotmg  children  will  play  with 
them,  talk  to  them,  and  crawl  all  day  long 
over  and  about  them ;   what  wonder  if  the 
horse  becomes  almost  as  wise  as  its  master ! 
The  yoimg  boys  will  sometimes  mount  him 
and  gallop  over  the  prairies,  but  no  adult 
thinks  of  bestriding  him  before  he  has  fin- 
ished his  sixth  year.     His  bones  have  then 
become  firmly  developed,  his  sinews  and 
feet  are  steel,  his  wind  is  mvincible.     He 
knows  hia  master's  voioe  and  look— nay,  he 
has  even  some  notions  of  his   charac  ter. 
His  nerves  have  from  his  birth  been  finely 
tuned  to  the  soimd  of  danger  or  mysterious 
enterprise.      It   knows  when  its  brigand 
master  is  on  an  expedition  of  risk  and  un- 
lawful daring.     A   whispered  word  sends 
him  down  into  the  high   steppe-weed  or 
bushes  situated  near  the  road  at  a  pla«^o 
where  tho  latter  is  difficult,  where  a  con- 
venient ditch  is  at  hand  to   receive  a  car- 
riage and  its  human  freif^ht.     In  breathless 
silence  both  wait  for  what  may  turn   up. 
The  ears  of  the  Tchetchentsian  Black  Bess 
slyly  move  to  every  waft  of  the  light  wind, 
and  before  the  man  can  hear  the  slightest 
sound  he  sees  by  the  demeanor  of  his  steed 
that  busines-s  will  soon  be  ut  hand.     Hark  ! 
a  faint  sound  of  the  postal  bell  (fastened  to 
the  pole  of  the  vehicle)  strikes  his  ear,  he 
feels  for  his  gun,  his  pistol,  his  razor-edged 
sword,  the  hirge   dagger    (kintchal)  and 
breathlessly  awaits  the  approach  of   the 
travelers.    Not  a  single  thought  bestowing 
on  the  probable  number  or  quality  of  the 
foe,  he  stands  over  his  horse,  which  slowly 
gathers  his  feet  up  beneath  him.    At  kst 
the  moment  for  action  has  arrived.    The 
carriage  is  just  at  the  right  distance  from 
the  ditch  or  other  accidental  difficulty  of  the 
road — a  soft  touch,  and  horse  and  man  are 
up.     With  the  bound  of  a  tiger  the  horse 
pounces  upon  the  leaders,  attacking  them 
with  hoof  and  tooth.     Simultaneously  the 
rider  has  fired  at  the  driver;  mad  with  ter- 
ror, the  post-hoi-ses  have  jumped  off   the 
road,  precipitating  the  carriage  in  the  hole, 
and  before  its  inmates  have  time  to  feel  for 
their  revolvers,  they  are  eased  of  at  least 
part  of  their  property,  and  may  thank  God 
they  have  not  broken  neck  or   limb  in  the 
fall.

Cliarles  Lamb  Centenary   Festival  at  the 
Crystal   Palace,   with  odes,  and    dinners, 
uid  speeches,    and   songs,    is    not  to    be 
thought  of,   even  if  sufficient   enthusiasm 
for  the  genial  essayist  could  be  evoked. 
Such  a  proceeding  would  be  entirely  out 
of   harmony    with    the    gentle    spirit     of 
his  nature,  and  would  be  utterly  devoid  of 
sympathy  with  the  finest  parts  of  his  char- 
dLCt«r.     In  some  old,  bebind-the-age  tavern, 
quaint,  and  sand-floored,  round  a  rare  old 
punch-bowl,    containing  rare    old  punch, 
one  c«Duld   imagine  a  few  enthusiastic  ad- 
mirers of  the  genial  humorist  drinking  to 
his  memory.     And  such  would  be  the  kind 
of  centenary  festival  that   he  would   have 
desired,    could    the  kindly    essayist  ever 
have  imagined  the  position  he  would   have 
held    among    the  literature    of  Enghind.

Intho  mouth  of  Jaunajy,  1878,  Mr.  Mnx- 
well,  hk  wife,  daughter  May.  and  four  uku, 
started  from  Miles  City,  with  the  inteulion 
of  t>«ttliiig  ou  the  Lower  MiHSOuri,  iiettr 
where  the  old  Stauloy  tnul  crobse^  that 
atKam.

The  rifles  of  the  whites  were  breech- 
k-adei-s,  and  they  were  confident  of  making 
a  raniiiig  ilcfenso. 

When  the  Indians  were  within  about  fifty 
yard-,  Maxwell  gave  the  word  to  fire,  and 
the  ligLt  opened.  The  bullets  went  down 
the  cJope  with  such  dreadftil  rapidity  tluit 
the  -avoged  immediately  broke  and  fled; 
but  two  of  their  number  were  seen  to  fall, 
and  a  third  dropped  close  to  the  works, 
whevo  he  li.y  in  plain  sight. 

"  Hold  ou  :  "  he  called  ont  in  broken 
English.  Don't  shoot.  I'm  hit — I'm  good 
Injun." 

It  would  have  been  the  easiest  matter  in 
the  world  to  have  finished  him,  but  the 
whiter  could  not  have  refused  his  prayer  for 
mercy,  and  they  refitkined,  making  no  reply 
to  him,  however. 

The  warrior  lay  itQl  awhile,  and  then 
•aid: 

**  Come  help  ma ;  Tin  woundad.*

ju  up  to  meet  him  and  helped 

:  of  sight. 

The  reception  of  the  -ftvages  had  l>eeo  of 
a  hotter  nature  than  tiiey  had  counted  upon, 
and  they  began  jKicking  up  their  things  and 
made  a  great  show  as  though  ihey  intend<;d 
leaving,  but  ih.-  whites  were  naturally  sus- 
picious. 

Pret*y  soon  they  started,  and  shortly  af- 
ter the  cattle  were  heard  lowbig  attain,  the 
purpose  of  the  red-skius  being  to  i^'^isoade 
the  whiles  that  some  of  the  animals  1««<1  got- 
ten loose  and  were  wandering  about  the 
woods.  But  our  friends  could  not  be  tempt- 
ed by  any  such  imasparent  aitifice. 

Finding  that  all  efforts  to  deceive  the  emi- 
grants  failed,  the  Indians  were  tilled  with 
dci-pamtion,  and  charged  Ix^ldly  up  the 
slojie,  yelling  and  firing  their  gmis  as  they 
came. 

They  dashed  at  each  side  of  the  fort,  but 
the  defenders  remained  cool,  and  fired  de- 
Uberately  and  effectively,  while  the  shots  of 
the  red  men  did  no  damage  to  those  who 
were  so  oeeun-iy  sheltered  behind  their 
breastwork. 

This  desultory  warfare  was  kept  up  all 
night,  duiing  which  more  than  one  of  the 
assailants  was  forced  to  bite  the  dust,  while 
the  emigrants  received  not  so  much  as  a 
scratch. 

When  daylight  came,  the  Indians  drew  off 
again,  and,  going  in  among  the  hills,  built  a 
number  of  fires.  It  was  not  long  before 
several  thin  columns  of  smoke  were  dis- 
cerned in  the  distance. 

*' The.se  are  signed  fires,"  said  ilrxwell. 

"  What  do  they  mean  i  "  asked  one  of  the 
men. 

*"  They  are  calls  for  help,  and  those  re- 
plies announce  that  it  will  be  sent,  We 
shall  soon  have  the  hottest  kind  of  work  ;  so 
rest  while  you  can." 

Maxwell  was  correct  in  his  concltision,  for 
at  the  end  of  a  couple  of  hours  reinforce- 
ments began  arriving  from  the  south,  and 
joined  those  in  the  hills. 

Not  long  after,  a  number  approached  the 

fort,  and  called  out : 

"Howl  howl     Gome  out  1     Give  up  I  " 

"  We  will  give  up,  never.'  "  shouted  back 
Maxwell  "  We  like  this  kind  of  fighting  I 
If  you  like  it,  give  us  some  more !  " 

The  Indians  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
began  crawhng  through  the  grass,  sheltering 
themselves  behind  every  httle  motmd  or 
cltimp  of  earth  which  came  in  their  way. 

"  Observe  that  rascal,"  said  Maxwell 
He  has  flattened  himself  out  like  a  window- 
pane  ;  but  I  can  fetch  him,  for  all  that '.  " 

.\ud  thereupon  he  pmceeded  to  "fetch" 
him. 

The  firing  became  rapid  at  this  juncture, 
and  continued  with  scarcely  any  intermis- 
sion for  two  hours.  It  was  eminently  wise 
in  Maxwell  to  take  such  care  aud  pains  in 
tho  throwing  up  of  his  intreuchments,  fur 
be  aud  his  party  wotild  have  been  over- 
whelmed, despite  their  brave  defense,  but 
for  the  very  great  effectiveness  of  the  means 
of  resif«taiice. 

As  it  was,  at  the  end  of  a  couple  of  hours 
the  savages  were  within  an  ace  of  getting 
inside  the  ''fort."  They  steadily  pushed 
their  way  forward,  and  for  a  few  minutes  it 
seemed  as  if  they  were  oertaui  to  succeed ; 
but  the  breech-loaders  in  the  hand^  of  the 
fomr  brave  men  were  terribly  effective,  and, 
at  the  critical  jmictiire,  the  red-skius  siid- 
deidy  broke  aiid  mshed  down  tlie  hill 
again. 

They  now  gathered  in  the  woods  for  con- 
sultation. It  is  hard  to  guess  what  their 
conclusion  was,  but  they  divided  hito  five 
parties,  went  on  the  hills  again,  built  large 
fires,  and  encamped. 

A  half-dozen  warriors,  at  intervals,  saun- 
tered down  toward  the  "  fort,'"  and  showed 
great  solicitude  for  a  •'talk,"  but  Maxwell 
warned  thorn  to  keep  away,  or  he  would  fire 
upon  them. 

"Their  object  is  to  find  out  how  many  of 
ns  are  here,"  he  i-aid,  tu  his  men,  "  so  keep 
dose,  so  as  to  prevent  them.  It  will  be  to 
our  advantage  if  we  can  quadruple  our  uum« 
bers  in  their  eyes." 

One  of  the  warriors  was  determined  to  in- 
terview the  whites,  and  lofnsed  to  take 
warning.  When  he  got  too  close,  Maxwell 
winged  him,  aud  ho  went  limping  off,  howl- 
ing  witli  paid. 

Mrs.  Maxwell  aud  her  «laughler  were  ftilly 
as  brave  as  their  defenders.  They  cooked 
food,  and  carried  it  to  each  man,  who  took 
it  in  one  liand  while  he  held  bis  rifle  in  the 
other. 

The  situation  remained  thus  for  the  rest 
of  the  ilay  and  through  the  entire  night. 
The  Inilians  t-at  aromid  their  respective 
camp-fires,  and  now  and  then  made  an  inef- 
fectual effort  to  open  conversation  with  the 
white  men  in  the  intreuchments. 

The  next  day  had  scarcely  opened,  when 
the  savages  once  more  renewed  the  at- 
tack. This  time  they  surrounded  the  fort, 
and  the  charge  was  most  bitter  and  deter- 
miue<L 

It  continued  for  a  half  hour,  dmnng 
which  tlte  bravery  and  coolness  of  the 
little  band  were  developed  in  a  still  more 
astonishing  manner,  and  the  result  was  the 
assailants  made  as  tnmtiltuons  a  retreat  as 

before. 

It  would  seem  that  they  ought  to  have 

been  satisfied  with  what  they  had  done — ox 

rather  had  attempted  to  do— but  they  showed 

no    honest   intentions  of    giving  over  the 

fight,  even  though  they  must  have  come  tc. 

believe  the  ntunber  of  the  garrison  was  much 

I  greater  than  was  the  case. 

i      The  Indians  now  resortetl  to  the  artifice 

;  of  filing  arrows  into  the  camp — a  practice 

I  which  was  a  great  deal  more  dangerous  than 

'  the  reader  would  be  apt  to  suspect. 

'      The  red  men  have  a  fashion  of  shooting 

1  these  missiles  in  tho  air,   so  they  will  des- 

cend  almost  perj^endicularly,    striking   very 

;  close  to  the  spot  intended. 

I      That  it  was  exceedingly  dangerous  will 

'.  appear  from  the  fact  tliat,  while  none  of  the 

j  whites  had  been  wounded  np   to   this  time, 

!  it  was  not  many  minutes  before  one  of  them 

:  was  badly  hurt  by  one  of  the  arrows,    they 

having  no  protection  against   that  sort  of  an 

:  attack. 

I      They    improvised   such    armor   f»   they 
i  could,  however,  and  no  more  damage  was 
inflicted,  though  the  curious  method  of  as- 
sault was  kept  up  for  a  considerable  time. 
'     About   noon   a   oiuioiu  thing  occuired. 
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,  yho  had-be«Tt  «nK>fc»ig,  started 
ibetate  walk  townrel  iM^'fort.  The 
wllP|p»were  in  no  mood  for  taking,  and,  as 
the  warrior  knew  the  risk  he  ran,  they 
opened  upon  him.  Nevertheless,  he  con. 
tinued  steadily  forwaid  until  within  nearly  a 
hunrlred  feel,  when  he  dropi.ed  dead 

Maxwell  suspected  be  was  a  medicine 
man,  who  wished  to  show  his  brother  war- 
rioirs  tliat  no  bullet!%  could  injure  him, 
though  it  was  not  at  all  ijnorobable  that  it 
may  liave  been  au  aboiiginal  method  of  sui- 
cide. 

It  looked  as  if  but  the  one  recourse  re- 
mained to  the  Indians,  and  that  wa-.  to  hold 
the  pioneers  whcie  they  were  until  hunger 
aud  thirst  shoidd  accomplish  that  which  the 
warriors  themselves  wei-e  lo^ab'o  to  do. 

They  njade  no  more  charges  of  the  des- 
perate nature  described,  but,  lying  down  in 
the  grass,  kept  up  au  unremitting  watch  for 
a  shot  at  tlie  brave  defender*!. 

The  appearance  of  a  head  or  hand  was 
sure  to  bring  a  dozen  btillets  whistling 
around  the  intreuchments,  and  it  certainly 
Ls  wonderful  that  none  of  the  whites  were 
kiUed. 

But  the  emigrants  were  e<|ually  vigilant, 
and  they  did  telling  work.  One  savage  be- 
came somewhat  careless  of  exposture,  aud 
Maxwell  hiniself  bored  him  clean  through 
with  a  bullet,  .\uother,  upon  a  pony,  was 
fired  at,  but  the  animal  wa>  killed,  aud  fell 
so  suddenly  that  it  was  aU  his  rider  could  do 
to  clamber  out  of  daager. 

Tlie  great  peril  of  the  party  was  from  the 
want  of  water.  They  could  not  get  along 
without  this,  aud  a  |ias«-age  was  dug  under 
the  breastworks,  and  one  of  the  men  suc- 
ceeded in  ciawluig  out,  and  with  the  as.sist- 
ance  of  cover,  got  a  sujjply  from  the  creek, 
and  returned  without  detection.  Another 
gathered  a  lot  of  wood,  both  exploits,  of 
coturse,  being  done  by  night. 

In  the  morning  the  besieged  built  a  fire, 
and  a  tent  was  put  up,  proceedings  which 
must  have  astonished  the  Indians  not  a  ht- 
tle. 

At  any  rate,  they  were  so  infuriated  that 
they  opened  a  spiteful  fasilade  against  the 
tire,  which  was  kept  up  for  hali  an  hour, 
but  did  no  damage  wliatever. 

They  continued  circling  about  the  fort, 
firing  into,  or  rather  at,  it,  btit  in  such  a  de- 
stiltory  manner  that  Maxwell  was  stu"e  their 
aiuniunitiou  was  giving  out. 

At  noon,  on  tho  third  day,  they  drew  off, 
one  of  their  nuiiil)er  caUing  : 

"  Uood-by '.     We  go  Jiow  !  " 

"  Wh>  lire  you  ?  '  shouted  Maxwell. 

"Sioux  and  Nez  Perces,"  was  tho  an- 
swer. 

Thei"e  was  reason  to  believe  that  the  rav- 
ages were  actually  departuig,  l>ut  the  whites 
dired  not  veiiture  nut.  It  would  certainly 
be  incurring  a  great  risk,  which  was  un- 
uecfc:7ftary. 

On  the  fourth  day,  Colonel  Bokor,  of  the 
Second  Cavahy,  with  a  strong  force,  was 
seen  approaohmg  the  fort,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  runner  who  had  stolen  out  on 
the  first  night  from  the  fort. 

The  Indians  did  not  molest  them,  and  the 
colonel  conducted  the  little  party  back  to 
Tongue  River,  where  they  stayed  until  fully 
recovered  from  the  excitement  of  one  of  the 
most  heroic  defences  known  in  the  history  of 
the  frontier. 

THE    SPARK    BED. 

"When  I  go  to  the  country  to  visit  my 
relatives,  writes  M.  Quad,  the  spare  bed 
rises  up  before  my  imagination  days  before 
I  start,  and  I  shiver  as  remember  how  cold 
and  grave-like  the  sheets  are.  I  put  off  the 
visit  as  long  as  possible,  solely  on  account 
of  that  spare  bed.  I  don't  like  to  tell  them 
that  I  had  rather  sleep  on  a  picket  fence 
than  to  enter  that  spare  room  and  creep  in- 
to that  spare  bed,  aud  so  they  know  nothing 
of  my  sufferings. 

The  spiire  bed  is  always  as  near  a  mile 
and  a  hiilf  from  the  rest  of  the  beds  as  it 
can  be  located.  It's  either  up-stairs  at  the 
head  of  the  hall,  or  off  in  the  parlor.  The 
parlor  curtains  have  not  been  raiso.l  for 
weeks;  everything  is  as  prim  aa  an  old 
maid's  bonnet,  and  the  boil  is  as  square  and 
true  as  if  it  ha^l  been  made  up  to  a  carpen- 
ter's rule. 

No  matter  whether  it  be  summer  or  win- 
ter, the  b«d  is  like  ice,  and  it  sinks  down 
in  a  way  to  make  one  shiver.  Tlie  sheets 
are  slippery  clean,  the  pillow-slips  rustle 
like  shrouds,  and  one  dare  not  strttch  liis 
le^  down  for  fearoi  kicking  against atorab* 
stone. 

One  sinks  down  until  he  is  lost  in  the 
hollow,  and  foot  by  foot  the  prime  bedposts 
vanish  from  sight.  He  is  worn  out  and 
sleepy,  but  he  knows  that  the  rest  of  the 
family  are  so  far  away  that  no  one  could 
hear  him  if  he  should  shout  for  an  hour, 
and  this  makes  him  nervous.  He  won<.loi-3 
if  anyone  ever  died  iu  that  room,  and 
straightway  he  sees  faces  of  dead  persons, 
hears  strange  noises,  and  presently  feels  a 
chill  galloping  up  and  down  his  back. 

Did  anyone  ever  pass  a  comfortable  nighir 
in  a  spare  bed  ?  no  matter  how  many  quilts 
and  spreads  cover*»d  bin  he  could  not  get 
warm,  and  if  he  actidently  fell  asleep  it 
it  was  to  awake  with  h  start,  under  the  im- 
pression that  a  dea  1  mau  was  pulling  his 
nose.  It  will  be  days  and  weeks  before  he 
recovers  from  the  impression,  and  yet  he 
must  suffer  in  silence,  because  the  spare 
bed  was  assigned  to  him  in  token  of  esteem 
and  affection. 


A    TtN>iK>i<KE    CAVE. 

The  Groat  Eistanalle  Cave,  which  ex- 
tends under  tlie  eminence  si^nth-east  of 
Athens,  known  as  Cloage's  Bidge,  is  litei-- 
ally  filled  with  water  which  found  its  way 
down  the  gorge.

Had  the  vast 
body  of  water  now  gathered  in  the  £a«ta- 
nalle  Cave  been  added  to  the  creek  when 
at  its  highest  recently,  we  are  apprehen- 
sive that  it  would  Iiave  Tteeu  "good  bye, 
John,"  with  several  who  live  in  the  lower 
level  of  the  town.
